The 
remark, not intended for Emmy’s ears, 
made a deep impression upon her; she 
never forgot it, but treasured it up in her 
mind as a tribute of some sort to her su- 
perior worth in the eyes of the world. 
Later, when she came to understand 
more fully, she grew to be inordinately 
proud of her physical charms. She had 
a habit, when she undressed at night, of 
standing before the mirror, turning this

RNOLD BENNETT has 
passed the Yankee Nation a few com- 
pliments by the right oblique. Giving 

_us credit for what we are, he has also called 
‘attention to a few things that we are not. 
_ However, instead of starting a line of 
_backtalk, if we pause a moment and take 
a second look at our British cousin’s criticisms 
we will find them mostly founded on fact. 

‘ Bad air is the bane of the Pullman palace 
car,”’ says Bennett. 

Honestly, now, isn’t he right? 

The railroads lag behind in matters of 
sanitation. The rule is that railroads will 
not put in any improvement that not 
anticipated by the people, and for which 
there is not a crying demand. 

You do not have to look very far back to 
remember when the engine used to whistle 
for brakes, and the brakeman would leap 
from his seat to the front platform and 
swing himself on the wheel. 

George Westinghouse’s idea of the air 
brake was not accepted on sight. He had 
to make a fight for it; its use was demanded 
by the people; and then the railroads were 
forced by statute law-to put it in. 

It was the same with the vestibule and 
automatic couplers. The link and pin re- 
mained on passenger trains until their use 
became a misdemeanor before the law. 

The same with the deadly stove, that 
heated the passenger car with its auto de fe 
potentialities. 

Then we had Pintsch gas. Now most 
trains are lighted by electricity, and thanks 
to the cunning genius of the Jovians, the 
juice is generated by the turning wheels 
of the train, and at trifling.expense. 

When it comes to cleaning and ventilat- 
ing coaches, the railroads are in the Dark 
Ages. The carpets, upholstering, curtains, 
beddings, even in your latest Pullman, are 
dens of dirt, disease, dissolution and death. 

A Pullman car leaving New York, fairly 
well cleansed, will reach Chicago a culture- 
bed of bacteria.

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A Whisk Broom Belongs to Pioneer Times 


This simply means that a flood of air 
is pushed into the car with a hose, and the 
dust and dirt are scattered and driven from 
their resting place. Much of it goes off in 
the air, but a deal of it stays right in the 
car and settles in a cloud on the floor, seats, 
in crevices, cracks, and everywhere it can 
possibly find lodgment. 

Take a look in the receptacle where the pil- 
lows are kept and where the bedding is stored, 
and you will find enough microbes to start a 
hospital, and keep it running over-time. 

The heat in a car tends to develop the 
germs of disease. 

Here we are on our shelves, sometimes two 
ina berth. Consumptives going out West in 
the hope of getting well, and consumptives 
coming home to die, ride in Pullmans. Any 
too sick to ride in a day-coach is put in a 
Pullman, even if a collection has to be taken 
up to buy him a ticket. A Pullman is, in one 
sense, a hospital car,and so should have a 
degree of attention in the line of sanitation 
that, perhaps, a day-coach does not. 

Well Arnold Bennett say that 
a Pullman we are breathing the vilest 
that can possibly be gotten together. 

Forcing air into a car does not either ven- 
tilate or clean. 

The new idea in sanitary cleaning, ap- 
plied to new buildings that are up to date, 
is thoroughly familiar to every architect. 
The idea is to carry air out of a room instead 
of forcing it in. It is the reversal of the 
pneumatic tube or compressed air. 

There seems to be a specific demand from 
public for better air in the Pullman 
coaches, and fewer microbes. And Arnold 
Bennett merely expressed this general idea

that is in the minds of thousands of travelers. 

A whisk-broom, a dusting cloth, a feather 
duster, or a broom of any sort, belongs to 
pioneer times. 

Most certainly,every Pullman car should be 
fitted up with a sanitary suction air cleaner. 

Passengers could then be dusted with 
a convenient little hose device that takes the 
dust right out of the clothing and sends it 
shooting down and out the railroad track 
under the car. 

There are laws in many states forbidding 
the brushing of passengers in the body of 
the car. There are also laws against the use 
of the public drinking cup. And there are 
going to be laws against the use of the 
deadly whisk-broom and its progenitor, 
the broom, known as “woman's weapon, 
These things have got to go. 

There is now a rule on the Pullman cars 
providing that the porter, every two hours, 
during the di Ly shall go around with a dust 
cloth and wipe off the window-sills. In 
doing this, he simply removes the dirt from 
the window-sills to the passenger, or to some 
other part of the car. 

With a suction hose he could ventilate 
and clean the car, just as easily as he now 
makes you move over so he can distribute 
some dust and dirt. 

The Pullman car is a great disseminator 
of disease. Nothing equal to it exists in all 
civilization, 

The lower berths of a Pullman contain 
a good deal more than their quota of car- 
bonic acid gas. This poisonous air clings 
to the carpets, lies close to the floor and 
rides as far as that Pullman goes, be it 
from New York to Chicago, Chicago to 
San Francisco, or Joppa to Jerusalem. 

He who rides in a Pullman car is not espe- 
cially in danger of accident by derailment, 
head-on or tail-end collisions, but he always 
suffers from dirt, dust, bad air, and the germs 
of disease and death that lurk unseen. 

E-ffete matter given off constantly by pas- 
sengers in a place occupied by a score, which 
naturally, and in a state of decency, would 
be occupied by two, must be met by scien- 
tific plumbing. 

Civilization is largely a matter of pipes 
and wires. And as we use pipes to bring 
us water, ‘and wires to fetch us light, so 
must we use pipes to get rid of dust, dirt, 
and consequent disease,

Roberson was suspended by the 
Mayor for misconduct, but after his 
suspension had expired the board at- 
tempted to arraign him on the same 
charge. He sought and won the writ 
of prohibition. 

Judge’s Opinion. 

In his opinion Judge Simmons says, 
in part: 

“This cause is now before the court 
upon the demurrers and returns of 
the parties defendant to the sugges 
tion filed by the plaintiff, and in- 
volves the right of the Board of Bond 
Trustees of the city of Jacksonville to 
try a member of the police force with- 
out charges having first been filed by 
the Mayor. 

“In the cage of Davison vs. Hall, 
recently decided in this court, in 
in which it was decided the Bond 


| Trustees had such power, the Trus- 
| tees had already taken jurisdiction of 
jthe case at law, and had set it for 
| hearing before the case wag decided 


“The only trial power ever con- 


| ferred upon the Bond Trustees by or- 


dinance, prior to the enactment of 
ordinance L-104, was conferred by 
section 231 of the City Code, which 
provides that for certain offenses a4 
policeman ‘shall be suspended, fined 
or removed from office, in accordance 
with the decision; of the Board of 
Bond Trustees, after a trial upon spe- 
cifle charges duly made in writing.’ 
“It is claimed that under this sec- 
tion of the Code the Bond Trustees 
have the right to remove, suspend or 
fine policemen upon any charge they 


'may care to entertain, from whatever 
|source received. This court decided 
\in the case of Davison vs, Hall that 


section 231 of the City Code was re- 
pealed by ordinance L-104; but even 
when it was In force, it could never 
have been intended to give the Boni 


; Trustees any autocratic or arbitrary 


power over the police force, It will 
be observed that even under the se-- 
tion relied upon they had not power 
ta try except upon ‘specific charges, 
not merely ‘made in writing,’ but ‘duly 
made in writing.’ 

Power of Bond Trustees. 

“Can it be reasonably contended 
that the Council intended to clothe 
the Bond Trustees with power to act 
in these matters as prosecuting at- 
torney, grand jury, petit jury and 
court? If so, it was a very liberal 
grant of power. The State Senate of 
Florida has no such power; neither 
has the Senate of the United States 

“Then if the Bond Trustees must 
first have charges ‘duly made in writ- 
ing’ before they can proceed into suen 
trials, by whom must these charges 
be made? The origina) c!ty charter 
gave the Mayor the right to ‘direct 
and control’ the police force, and an 
amendment to the charter, made hy 
the Legislature in 1899, empowered 
the Cit¥ Council to ‘establish gen- 
era] provisions and requirements, 
which shall be followed by the Mayor 
in the control, suspension and re- 
moval of members of the police fore=, 
designating the causes or grounds 
upon which members of the police 
force may, upon specific charges, be 
removed from office, and providing 
for the trial of such charges before 
the Board of Bond Trustees.’ 

“And so it seems clear that even 
the charter lays this duty of suspend - 
ing upon the Mayor, and so closely 
links his power to suspend and his 
duty to prefer charges that they are 
inseparable, This being true, it fol- 
lows that as a matter of logical reu- 


man of the board of the bond trus- 
tees, will be re-elected to that body.

For every colt raised in Georgia 
there are 99 Georgians ready to buy 
it. 

According to the census report, 
Georgia is leaking about $1,000,000 a 
month for work stock—mules and 
horses, 

Horses and mules can be raised in 
Georgia as cheaply and well as they 
can be raised anywhere in the world. 

Therefore, Georgia is throwing away 
millions of dollars annually on work 
stock, quite uselessly. And Geor- 
gia is not an exception. 

The money that goes out of Georgia 
for live stock never comes back. It 
accrues to the bank credit of farmers 
in Tennessee, Kentucky, Virginia, Il- 
linois, Missouri and other stock-rals- 
ing States, 

Naturally the banker of Georgia 
does not like to see money leaving his 
vicinity never to return. Money is the 
life of the bank. The more of it the 
local farmer can get and hold, the 
better for the bank as well as for the 
tarmer. 

Georgia bankers are becoming more 
concerned than ever about the un- 
necessary outgo of money from. the 
State, the financial leakage of the 
Georgia ship of state. 

Since the success of agriculture is 
the basis of banking success in Geor- 
gia, it is natural that the bankers of 
the State should have set about 
studying agriculiural problems and 
seeking expert advice, as they are 
now doing. 

Tattnall Bankers See Leak. 

Tattnall County, Georgia, has nine 
banks, wide awake banks, organized 
into a county association for the pur- 
pose of co-operating to the end that 
the county financial interests may be 
built up. 

Taking notice that there was an 
unnecessary outgo of money from 
their territory, they found among 
others a large loss for the purchase 
of live stock. 

The plain truth of the business 1s, 
the bankers found that they were 
aiding and abetting the outgo. They 
were digging channels for draining 
the banks’ own resources by financing 
the purchase of live stock elsewhere, 
when live stock could be grown in 
that county as well as any place, 

The other day these nine banks of 
Tattnall County sent out a ringing 
letter to leading farmers of the coun- 
ty, calling a halt on the wasteful

policy. The message is virtually this: 

“See here, you have got to quit 
buying only mules. If you want money 
from us to buy work stock you are 
welcome to it, if you will buy Per- 
cheron mares. We want work stock 
used here raised here. We intend to 
stop this useless outgo of money.” 

The bankers of Tattnall County 
propose to see that a stallion or stal- 
lions are available for starting the 
home raising of work animals. 

To start something the bankers 
called a meeting of farmers, invited 
Professor Milton Jarnigan, head of 
animal husbandry of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, to address the 
meeting. As a result there was an 
order for a carload of Percheron 
mares and two stallions rounded up. 
A permanent live stock association 
was formed and thus at one gather- 
Ing a dam was constructed to check 
the annual outflow of many thou- 
sands of dollars from that county. 

The services of the college in pick- 
ing and guaranteeing the animals, 
without cost, and eliminating the: us- 
ual agents’ commission, of course, 
proved an attractive phase of the 
proposition. 


Mares Instead of Mules. 


This ts only the beginning of a 
Tevolution tn one phase of agriculture 
in Tattnall County. It is now quite 
certain that when a farmer goes to a 
bank In that county asking for an ad- 
vance of money with which to buy 
work stock, he will be asked why he 
does not buy brood mares instead of 
mules, 


The line of argument which the 
banker will use will be that the brood 
mares will do the work of the farm 
and at the same time foal a colt each 
year, This colt will save sending 
money away for future work stock. 
What the College of Agriculture in 
Georgia has done in demonstrating 
that a grade Percheron mare can do 
the work of a high-priced mule, side 
by side in the same team, and foal a 
colt that, when six months old, welgh- 
ed 700 pounds and sold for $162.50 
will be instanced. 


At the meeting referred to a farmer 
of Bulloch County, an adjoining coun-

How Country Bankers Are Aiding 
In Promoting Live Stock Raising 


Heavy Drain of Money for Mules in Tattnall County Leads Financiers 
to Refuse Loans Unless Farmers Agree to Purchase Percherons. 


the Percheron did more work than the 
mule, chiefly because of Its greater 
weight. The Percheron can pull the 
plow deeper and haul heavier loads. 

This instance in Tattnall County is 
not referred to as the first mo¥Vement 
of the kind in introducing live stock 
growing in Georgia, nor as exception- 
al only as in respect to the attitude 
of the bankers and for the lesson 
which it can convey to other bankers. 

In this day of rural credit investi- 
gation and studying of the problem 
of co-operative marketing, it igs per- 
tinent to observe that the rural banks 
are capable of initiating and doing 
things co-operatively with the farm- 
er and for the benefit of both, 

Work To Be Extended, 

Since the rural bank is a fixed in- 
stitution, It will continue to have a 
part to play in developing the agri- 
cultural resources of the country, it 1s 
important, of course, that every ave- 
nue of helpful ‘service open to them 
should be used. 

After the fashion of the Tattnal 
County Bankers’ Associatign with ref- 
erence to raising work stock, a like 
work can be done with reference to 
beef production, dairying, variation ot 
crops, pork production, trucking, etc. 

The fact 1s, there is a world of 
power in the hands of the rural banks 


for reconstructing agricultural activi- | 


ties. The progress of the rural bank 
is involved, Why, then, should not 
agriculture be one of the chief studies 
of the banker? 

The writer visited a bank in Cuba, 
Ala,, and found suspended on the 
wicker work of the counting room 
samples of new kinds of crops and 
new varieties that have been success- 
fully grown in the county. About 
each of the crops the banker was pre- 
pared to talk intelligently and give ad- 
vice, Pretty good way, that. 

Since Southern rural bankers are 
continually financing crops, does It 
not naturally follow that the bankers 
should be agricultural experts, at least 
well-informed agricultyzists, both for 
their own protection and prosperity 
and for the prosperity of the commu- 
nity? 

Will not the rural banks see their 
way to even employing an agricultu- 
ral expert to advise, direct and en- 
gage In building up agriculture and 
thereby to contribute to the upbulld- 
ing of local wealth?

The defense of the “easy and abun- 
dant loans,” of “quick and ready 
banking accommodations” no longer 
will be valid. Certain stocks may be 
handled on the exchanges of the com- 
munities where the shares are heav- 
ily held. 

Boston should have exclusively 
American Telegraph and Telephone 
and the business in Amalgamated, 
Anaconda and Utah Copper. Phila- 
delphia should lead Wall Street in 
handling Pennsylvania and Reading. 
Chicago should have a monopoly of 
People’s Gas and chronicle more 
trading in St. Paul, Illinois Central 
and Baltimore and Ohio than the 
Eastern bourse. 

These are _ instanced 
There are many 
alien to Wall Street. 

Early Day Practice. 

Before Wall Street had enjoyed the 
vast vogue which began in 1901 it 
was natural usage for securities to be 
listed and traded in on the exchanges 
where such values were prepondera- 
bly held. Thus Boston did much more 
in Atchison, in Burlington, in New 
Haven and in all the coppers than 
New York. Philadelphia was privi- 
leged in Reading, Pennsylvania, in 
Lehigh Valley and issues owned by 
Pennsylvanians. Chicago was the 
chief market for several stock issues 
and of People’s Gas. 

The transfer of control of the gas 
company to the Flower interests, later 
the exodus eastward of a group of 
Chicago promoters and millionaires, 
gave New York what once had been 
Chicago's.

Within three years Western inter- 
est in some of the Western railways 
has doubled, and, in some instances, 
trebled., St. Paul now is heavily held 
in Chicago. To the Field estate hold- 
ings of Baltimore and Ohio there 
kave been many LaSalle street ac- 
cessions. Last month the control of 
People’s Gas reverted to Chicago. 

The strongest argument New York 
could advance of late for handling 
stocks fundamentally out of Its juris- 
diction was its bank facilities. This 
may be a plausible reason as against 
Roston and Philadelphia; it is lame 
appligd to Chicago, where the largest 
banking institution in the country is

State Laws Hamper Street. 

In addition to the basic disadvan- 
tage to New York brought by the 
changed ownership of important se- 
curity issues, that district has been 
put at a disadvantage in the last two 
years by State legislation. The effort 
to curb speculation of a reckless and 
tenorant character is to be cominenc- 
ed, to be sure, But the tax on all 
transactions, whether investmenc or 
the contrary, is an indiscriminate im- 
position in the lower meaning of the 
term. 

And it 1s a burden from which otuer 
exchanges are free Designed origi- 
nally to feed financially hungry As- 
semblymen who were eagerly waiting 
to desist, the stock transaction tax 
bill was passed for want of a con- 
trary persuasive. The New York 
Stock Exchange at that time did not 
protest because of probity, but be- 
cause of {ts contemptuous arrogance 
toward everything and everybody not 
of Wall Street. An imrast on in- 
vestor and speculator alike was al- 
lowed to go on the statutes by de- 
fault

Undue Rains Bring Tinged and 
Off-Color Classes on Market 
| Earlier Than Usual.

| MEMPHIS, Oct, 4.—Calculations of 


| the probable yleld of cotton have not 

become any more definite this week 
than they were hefore. Frost date 
and the amount of rain remain all- 
important, 

Over a large part of the belt pre- 
cipitation was I!beral during the 
week, belng needef nowhere, and 
further injuring the quality of the 
crop, as well as decreasing the quan- 
tity to some extent. In the sections 
where the weevil exists, the wet 
| weather conduced to its greater ac- 

| tivity and there fs no chance of the 
| late crop amounting to anything. In 
other sections the plant did not have 


enough vitality left when the rains 
| started for any second growth to 
start, and there {njury to the crop 
| already open or about to open has 
been considerable. Elsewhere, there 
has been some improvement, bolls 
growing larger and fruiting going 
ahead, but for it to amount to a 
great deal, conditions must be fa- 
vorable for several weeks yet and 
| frost date must be deferred. Calcu- 
lations for the late fruiting to add 
| materially to the size of the crop 
| must necessarilly be contingent upon 
|a favorable spell during the present 
month and no freezing temperatures 
until well !n_ November. 
Picking Is Hurried. 

Where rains have not been too fre- 
quent and heavy there has been 
| progress in picking, for the large 
|}amount of open cotton and the ex- 
tremely high pricesprevalling in the 
| market have been stimulants to push 
the work as rapidly as possible. 
However, over a large part of the 
central and western belt, and part 
of the eastern, there has been serious 
interruption, first from the cool spell 
and then from rains, The ginning 
has not been what it would have been 
and on that account the second cen- 
sus report on ginning proved not 
much larger than the one for a year 
AKO. 

There has been no complaint of 


the labor supply, though the real 
test Is yet to come, as the weather 
Phas been. so Irregular that in those 


sections that usually find trouble in 
getting enough pickers, a compara- 
tively small amount has been picked. 

The movement has been as free as 
the weather would allow, local re- 
ceipts having picked up sharply after 
the rains stopped. No disposition has 
been shown to hold for better prices, 
{those ruling being the highest ever 
received so early in the season and 
belng very satisfactory to the pro- 
ducers. 

White Cottons Wanted. 

For the better grades and for white 
cottons there has been keen demand, 
the wet spell having reduced the pro- 
portion of high grades so greatly as 
to leave‘those buyers who had sold 
freely ahead in bad shape for getting 
their needs filled. The local exchange 
had to quote prices on “tinges” and 
“off colored” cotton earlier than 
usual, because they came in freely. 
Discounts of from 1-4 to 1-2 cent 
are ruling, the official quotations, as 
elsewhere, being for white cotton of 
the upland varieties 

There is some question here among 
some observers of the spot situation 


as to the ability to maintain prices 
when the welght of these damaged 
varieties comes fully onto the mar- 
ket. They contend that much of the 
strength shown in the spot depart- 
ment for the past few weeks has 
heen due to the fact that there was 
a large sliort interest to spinners in 
white cotton and that when this is 
satisfied, conditions wil] not be so 


favornble to the geller, quotations be- 
ing based everywhere on white cot- 
ton 

Those who are bullish, however, be- 
lieve that a more reasonable explana- 
tion for the firmness that sent 
middling to 13 8-4 and 14 3-8e is 
that the spinning world has realized 
the moderate promise of a crop as 
compared to prospective needs and 
has done the natural thing of going 
after supplies as fast «3 possible. The 
fact that the spot markets have led 
in the advance causes a feeling that 
the strength has been entirely of 
| legitimate character. 


Fall Plowing for 
Wheat and Corn On 


Area Seeded During September and 
October Amounts to 33,- 
072,00) Acres. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 4.—Fall plowing is 
nearly completed over practically the 
entire winter wheat and corn grow- 
ing States. Taking the combined 
winter wheat and rye acreage, for 
which plowing is done in September 
or earlier, the area seeded this fall 
will amount to 33,072,000 acres. Plow= 
ing of spring corn lands comes“ater, 
but comprises a considerable feature 
of outdoor work made possible by 
rains of September and October, 

Minnesota is a new candidate for 
admission to the corn belt. The State 
has 2,000,000 acres and produces a 
crop worth $30,000,000. Live stock 
| production has become a leading in- 
dustry, and feeding capacity of the 
State has been much enhanced the 
past five years. 

Rarly sown wheat in Argentina is 
above ground and In some localities as 
much as a foot high. Soil conditions 
are highly favorable. Corn planting 
is general, with prospects of larger 
acreage. 

Black Sea exports of wheat, which 


last week from al! Russian sources 
were 5,760,000 bushels, have reached 
the best total of the season and are 


expected. to continue in large volume 
until interruption of navigation by 
winter.

Chamber of Commerce Revela- 
tions of Dirt in Dairies Increase 
Domestic Consumption. 


Agitation by the Chamber of Com- 
merce against insanitary dairies in 
Atlanta and revelations of the Cham- 
ber’s Investigators have stimulated 
the demand for condensed and evap- 
orated milk, according to W. M. 
Burke, of the H. H. Whitcomb & 
Burke Co., No, 149 Madison avenue, 
grocery brokers, 

“Sales of condensed and evaporat- 
ed milk have increased remarkably 
within the past two months, and have 
shown a gradual increase for a year,” 
says Mr. Burke. “Use of canned milk 
has not doubled or anything lke that, 
but I would venture to say that 
twelve cans are sold now where ten 
were sold last year. 

“The increase is likely to hold, too, 
for once a consumer gets used to con- 
densed milk he never quits {t. Of 
course the taste differs a little from 
fresh milk, and at first this is dis- 
concerting. To those who become fa- 
miliar with it. however, this faint 


flavor is rather agreeable than oth- 
erwise. 

“Bakers and confectioners aré the 
greatest users of condensed milk, but 
the Atlanta retail grocers are buying 
more and more from their jobbers, re- 
flecting a stimulated demand from 
the homes. 

“I attribute this to the nauseating 
revelations of the condition of At- 
lanta dairies made by the investigat- 
ing committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“One thing ts certain, condensed 
milk is pure. It must be thoroughly 
stestle and free from germs, or it 
will not keep. To express {t another 
way, the process of condensation nec- 
essitates complete sterilization. The 
milk the canners use, too, comes 
from the finest Jersey herds. In 
Louisiana and Florida where cattle 
ticks and mosquitoes make dairying 
a hazardous pursuit in large sections

“Pay day” comes soon for the stock- 
holders in the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company, which has its 
headquarters in Augusta, but has 
stockholders all over the State, tn- 
cluding many tn Atlanta. 

October 15 the corporation will dis- 
burse its quarterly dividend of 3 per 
cent on $4,200,000, In the aggregate 
$126,000. 

Much of this goes to the “first fam- 
ilies of Georgia,” to borrow Virginia's 
appellation for the descendants of ner 
pioneers. This stock stands as high 
in Georgia as does Pennsylvania Rail- 
road stock in that State. 

“Through all the depressed days of 
the securities market Georgia Rall- 
road has been steady as a rock,” re- 
marked a broker the other day. “It's 
quoted around 250, netting close to 5 
percent. It is probable, however, that 
70 per cemt of the stockholders are 
getting fully 10 per cent on their orig- 
inal investment. 

“It marks history when any block 
of it is sold. I know of families which 
have held it for as long as 60 years. 
Occasionally a little of it changes 
hands, usually only after the silver 
service is sold and the family {fs ‘in 
extremis.” In such cases it is the 
usual thing to find that the certifi- 
cate bears a tranefer date at least 40 
years old.” 

The Georgia Raliroad is leased tu 
the L. & N. and Atlantic Coast Line 
for $600,000 yearly. The dividends, 
therefore, actically are guaranteed, 
The only variable factor is the busi- 
done by the Georgia Rallroad 
Bank of Augusta, which the corpora- 
tion owns.

Why Aeroplanes Fall 


HERE are three causes for aeroplane 
accidents, due to the three factors 
in the problem, the man, the air, 

Aviation, therefore, can- 
not be considered as other than an experi- 
mental idea until these three conditions are 
overcome. An aeroplane must be made 
fool-proof (more or less), it must be made 
with a wide margin of safety against possible 
atmosphere conditions, and it must be 
possessed of a mechanical strength far 
greater than the utmost of the strain to 
which it may be subjected. 

The first problem, that of the aviator, 
cannot be considered solved until the num- 
ber of motions needed to guide and direct 
the machine are made so few that they can 
become habitual. A bicyclist is entirely 
unaware of the balancing of his body to 
cope with the deviation of his wheel from 
side to side, and even a chauffeur learns to 
direct his car with comparatively little men- 
tal exertion. But the aviator has so many 


things to do, so many delicate forms of bal- 


Unlike the balloon and parachute, the aeroplane 
center of gravity is too high 


ancing to consider, and forgetfulness is so 
fatal, that the strain is too great for these 
various motions ever to become wholly 
habitual. First and foremost accidents 
must be done away with which are ‘caused 
by the overturning of the machine. The 
aeroplane must remain level, on an even 
keel, as it were, by automatic means, and 
this ‘‘automatic stable equilibrium” is the 
first need. 


The second cause of the falling of aero- | 


planes is that the air is not always of the 
same density. The surface of the ground is 
irregular, hills and valleys occurring con- 
stantly, and as the wind blows over these it 
creates all sorts of air currents. Not only 
that, but some of the air currents pack 
against each other, making the air harder, 
as it were, while perhaps in a valley the air 
becomes thinner and gives less resistance. 
Besides all which, little eddies and whirl- 
pools are formed known as “ pockets,”’ in 
which the air is so thin that it offers practi- 
cally no resistance to the wings of the aero- 
plane and it drops down suddenly., The

scending air 


machines must be made with so great a 
margin of safety that within certain bounds 
they, fly in the same manner through air of 
differing degrees of de nsity. 

The third question is mechanical and de- 
pends upon the need of greater strength in 
the building construction of so light a thing 
as an aeroplane carrying so great an over- 
charge of machinery. 


_ ness of the monoplane depends at the point 


of the attachment of the wings, and whik 
these are stayed to a central mast by means 
of wires, they are subject to incessant vibra- 
tion in flight, and consequently are a con 
stant source of danger. In the biplane the 
tail is the critical point of weakness. Nine 
horse power is sufficient to carry one passen- 
ger, but few aeroplanes are fitted with less 
than a 25 horse power engine. This in- 
creased speed forms the chief factor in the 
third danger, that on the mechanical side, 
and aviators are looking eagerly for a ma- 
chine which will enable them to fly at a 
speed of less than twenty miles an hour. 
The slowest aeroplane is the best.

HE announcement of a confusion of 

memory in a plant brings up with 

startling distinctness the possession 
of memory by plants. The plant which has 
so surprised the scientific world was one on 
which experiments had been made for a 
period of many months, these experiments 
being designed to find out whether a plant 
would learn to respond to an artificial day 
Under the 
stimulation the plant soon responded. The 
experiment was then tried, 


whether, on | 


returning the plant to the ordinary course | 


nature 
to respond to the normal 24 hour day, 
was taught to adapt itself to an artificial 
day of six hours of light and six hours of 
darkness. When the day was made 24 
hours again, the plant became confused 
and sometimes expanded in the dark and 
drooped in the light 


A sensitive plant, accustomed by 


twelve-hour alternation. This it also did. 
But when, again, the plant was subjected to 
a constant illumination, the memory sense 
became confused and it would open and 
shut its leaves sometimes at six-hour inter- 
vals, some times at twelve-hour intervals, 
as though it remembered both its lessons 
but did not know which one it was expected 
to be doing. 

This has been seized by the few remain 
ing scientists who hold the so-called ‘lost 
cause,” viz.: the doctrine that character 
istics secured by education can be inherited, 
as a great argument in their favor. If, they 
argue, a plant can be shown to possess such 
memory as to be able to exert movements of 
two entirely different kinds without any 
especial outside stimulation, this must be re- 
garded as pure memory. From this claims 
have been made that nearly all the features 
which are characteristic of 
can be found in rudimentary 
vegetabl world.

Under the same chain of similarities is the 
power of the tendrils of a climbing plant to 
grope for and find a support which the 
may grasp, and the communication through 
the plant to its various tendrils when on 
of them has found firm hold. The quick 
ness of such vegetable forms as sensitive 
plants, too, in realizing the approach of 
danger is felt to show a certain quickness of 
ipprehension that seems to belong more to 
the animal than the plant world.

Saves Child From 
Burning Building 


‘Jacksonville Attorney Falls Exhaust- 
ed.as He: Reaches Door With 
Boy in Arms. 


MACON, Oct. 4.—Robert W. Barnes, 

assistant city attorney, this morning 
at 1 o'clock saved a two-year-old 
child from a burning bullding at the 
risk of his own life.

Army Engineers: Dash for Far North

Motor Vehicle Reaches Farthest North 


VALDEZ, ALASKA, Sept. 27.— 
United States army engineers have 
just completed a remarkable éxpedi- 
tion in a White truck, driving half- 
way across Alaska to a point within 
two degrees of the Arctic circle, the 
farthest northern point}ever attained 
by a motor vehicle and officially con- 
firmed. . 

Fording scores of glacial streams, 
running through canyons and cre- 
vasses of solid ice from 800 to 1,000 
feet in depth, crossing the Alaska 
and Chugach Mountain ranges on 
steep and “icy trails over unused 
passes, blasting their way through 
forests and giant boulders, the party 
drove from Valdez to Fairbanks and 
return, a distance of 826 miles in 
nineteen days. Thrilling experiences 
with snow slides, washouts and 
quicksands were reported by the 
party. 

Month in Time Saved. 

Although the trip was undertaken 
to determine the possibility and prac- 
ticability of motor transportation in 
Alaska, the engineers mapped out a 


route which feducks by at least one 
month the time required to reach the 
larger interior towns, particularly 
those on the upper Yukon and the 
headwaters of the Tanana River. 
The fact that a standard truck of 
a design already employed in the 


snow. successfully carried its rated 
load over the entire route in both di- 
rections, will undoubtedly give a 


great impetus to the road construc- 
tion actually being carried on by the 
Alaska Board of Road Commissioners 
along the trail of the military tele- 
graph line.

WHOLE WORLD 
GRABS GOTTON 
ON EASY SPOT 


Bears Depress Prices in New Or- 
leans and Flood of Buying Or- 
ders Swamps Market. 


NEW ORLEANS, LA. Oct. 4—A 
week of excitement in the cotton 
market wound up to-day with a sharp 
advance, which put many speculative 
shorts out of commission. For a half- 
day session, the trading around the 
local ring was more active than !t 
has been in months, buying orders 
coming from al! parts of the world. 
Liverpool interests were credited with 
absorbing 25,000 bales of January 
contracts as the market advanced. 

Encouraged by Friday's decline. 
which was brought about more oy

gentine Government will remove the 
duty on wheat going into that country, 
particularly as affecting the United 
States, thereby permitting Argentine 
grain and flour to come into the United 
States free of duty. With the signing 
of the tariff bill, this unsettled condi- 
tions In the grain markets and senti- 
ment was bearish 

The feature of business on the board 
to-day was the heavy sales in corn by 
longs.

PNERAL JACKSON’S letters were al- 
e ways ful! of his personality; they gave 
ample evidence of his spiritual charac 
ter, and of the sweer thoughtfulness of his na- 
ture.

Malls were not always 
promptly delivered im these dire times, and his 
Wtters were never an assurance that all was 
wo, for many days would elapse between the 
weQing and the recetving. On Janwery 17, 
1483, he said: “Yesterday I had the pleasure 
of receiving a letter from my espositia four 
days after it was written. Doesn't It look as 
if Confederate matis are better than United 
States mails’? Don't you remember how long 
it took for letters to scome from Charlotte to 
Lexington under the olf regime?” 

Naturally my letters to the General were 
replete with questiaqns concerning himself, 
and he was careful to leave none of them 
unanswered In the same letter which 
brought me the welcome news that I might 
come and spend a while with him in his 
Winter quarters at Winchester, there was 
ample evidence of tris conscientious corre- 
spondence. The letter is dated November 9, 
1861. “And now for an answer te your ques- 
tions it reads “My comamnod is enlarged 
and embraces the Valley District, and the 
troops of this district constitute the Army 
of the Valley; but my command is not alto 
Sether independent, as it is embraced in the 
Department of Northern Virginia, of which 
General Johnston has the command. There 
are three armies in this department—one un- 
der General Beauregard, another under Gen- 
era! Holmes and the third under my command.

inte the open space, until you reach Kirkwood 
There, not far from the car line, down the quiet 
main street, you will stumble across the haunt 
of a familiar spirit of fairyland, who is 
“Gran'ma™’ Robson. 

You will see the playhouse. a little log cabin 
almost hidden away by fields of golden jon 
quils in the springtime, roses and thyme and 
old-fashioned flowers in the summer, and in the 
fall a host of waving chrysanthemums And 
all about is a garden. And very likely the 
owner of the playhouse and the garden will be 
there, too, planting flowers or garnering dreams. 
Maybe she is writing in her “Garden Book" 
or weaving her “Romance Rug.” or maybe 
merely sitting there, looking and listening. 

The playhouse was built for Mrs. Kate Rob- 
son by her son in 1908, when her health fatled, 
and the physician ordered her into the open 
air. When the order came, Mrs. Robson 
thought joyfully of ‘her long-cherished dreams 
of a playhouse, and was enthusiastic when her 
son suggested it. She wrote of all that in her 
“Garden Book.” 

Mrs. Robson lives with her daughte-, Mrs. 
Cc. R. Dunwoody, a bleck or two from the little 
house. And #o she is near the place where 
she plays, and can easily go when she wants 
to be alone, or to “stay a while among the flow 
ers,” as she says. 

The “Garden Book” of the old lady of the 
Playhouse, or the “Romance Rug,” is evidence 
enough that here is one of the choicest of spir 
its, even if the evidence of the plavhouse were 
not enough. In the “Garden Book” Mrs. Robson 
hot only has written some “garden sense,” as 
she calls it, but also many thoughts gleaned 
from the open, from the sky, the landscape— 
butterflies, bug and bees, and the fiowers.

My hvsband now sent forward to Richmond 
for more men. He needed 40,000 to improve 
the opening which offered. Fremont and Mo 
Dowell were converging, and Banks was on 
the Potomac side. There followed a series of 
rapid retreats on the part of Jackson, Ashby 
skirmishing on June 8 with Fremont’s ad- 
vance. On the 6th, Ashby was killed. Then 
there came the victories.of Port Republic and 
Crosse Keys. This letter reached me: 

Near Port Republic, June 10—On Sunday,

the 8th, an attack was made upon us by a 
part of Shields’s command about 7 o'clock a. m.

In the meanwhile Richmond was threat- 
ened by McCleljan, and Lee needed Jackson. 
Jackson himself was convfnced that after Win- 
chester, with reinforcements, he should have 
fnvaded the North. But General Lee was in 
dire need of him at Richmgnd. So there were 
fecret movements and swift marches, and 
#en the Seven Days Battles, when the Fed- 
erals were forced back into the swamps of 
fie Chickahominy. Jackson’s report paid trib 
tte to General Hood and his Texans: - 

“Advancing through a number or retreating 
and disordered regiments, he came within 
range of the enemy's fire, who, concealed in an 
open wood and protected by breastworks, 
poured a destructive fire, for a quarter of a 
mile, into his advancing HMne, under which 
many brave officers and men fell, Dashing 
on with unfaltering steps in the face of these 


murderous discharges of canister and mus 
ketry, General Hood and Colonel Laws, at the 
head of their respective brigades, rushed to 
the charge with a yell. Moving down a pit 
cipitous ravine, leaping ditch and stream, 
clambering up a difficult ascent, and exposed 
to an incessant and deadly fire from the tn 
trenchments, these brave and determined men 
pressed forward, driving the enemy from his 
well-selected and fortified position. In this 
charge, in which upward of a thousand men 
fell, killed and wounded, before the face of 
the enemy, and in which fourteen pieces of 
artillery and nearly a regiment were cap- 
tured, the Fourth Texas, under the lead of 
General Hood, was the first to pierce these 
strongholds and seize the guns. . . Tha 
shouts of triumph which rose from our brave 
men as they, unalded by artillery, had stormed 
this citadel of their strength, were promptly 
carried from line to line, and the triumphant 
issue of this assault, with the well-directed 
fire of the batteries, and the successful charges 
of Hil and Winder upon the enemy’s right, 
determined the fortunes of the day. The Fed- 
erals, routed at every point, and aided by 
the darkness of the night, escaped across the 
Chickahominy.

Much of the weaving is done in the play- 
day, all the time plying the rags for her weav- 
ing, with busy hands. It is very pleasant to 
weave when your hands are inspired to pat- 
terns for your “Romance Rug,” and your brain 
watching the flowers come and go day after 
house. Mrs. Robson sits in the front door 
is inspired to thoughts for her “Garden Book,” 
and the inspiration is coming all the time from 
the sound of birds singing and flowers nodding. 

Over the door of the playhouse, just above 
her head as she sits there weaving, Is the in- 
scription, in Latin: “God has given me this 
resting place.” . 

Mrs. Robson did not explain why the inscrip- 
tion should have been a borrowed thing, and 
in Latin. She has written so many things as 
beautiful, and original phrases they are, at 
that. 


In the cabin, which is of plain pine saplings, 
and which has a thatched roof, she has gathered 
aM the things she loves the best__she says they 
are her choicest possessions. There are little 
pictures, books that have been her companions, 
things from her own childhood, with many a 
memory around, probably, and possessions of 
her own sons and daughters when they were 
children. 


There is a couch to lie upon and rest when 
the sun outside is too hot for a white-haired 
great-grandmother, even if she is the most ener- 
getic great-crandmother alive. and is working 


out a labor of love. And lying there, she can 
think. 


There is a rocking chair inside also. All the 
little house is arranged carelessly, as you very 
naturally would think a_ child’s playhouse 
should be arranged. And yet in all the fa- 
millar disarray there is a hint of order, just 
as if things were arranged so that the hands 
of the playhouse dweller may find loved things 
in the dark. 

Altogether, there is room enough and a spot 
sufficiently propitious in which te write the 
“Garden Book.” 

Of all the things that you might consider 
wonderful about this little province of fairy- 
land, there is none of them so wonderful—ex- 
cept the white-haired grandmother herself—as 
the “Garden Book.” In it are her thoughts 
and her dreams and her confessions. 

And you must admit that, coming from a 
seventy-five-year-old woman who glories in a 
playhouse, who weaves romance rugs, who 
plants and tends her own garden, the “Gar- 
den Book” must be interesting. 

It is. Its style is simple and sweet and nat- 
urally melodious just as you imagine would 
be the writing of Walter Pater, if he were not 
so evidently striving for his beautiful effect. 
It is a style without technique, yet surpassing 
technique, truthfully revealing the mind of a 
white-haired great-grandmother who can see 
an element of wonder and beauty and spir- 
ituality in the world. 

It is much to the credit of her eldest grand- 
son that the book was written for him and 
dedicated to him, because, as the writer said, 
“he loved to dig in the earth and plant,” as 
she did. 

At the first of the book is a stanza, clipped 
from the pages of a formal, printed book. It 
is: 

“The kiss of the sun for pardon 

The song of the birds for mirth; 
One is nearer God's heart in a garden, ‘ 
Than any? vere else on earth.” biel 


Here and there on the pages of the book— 
which is a plain blankbook such as the public 
school children use—are photographs and _ pile- 
tures clipped from books or magazines, garden 
scenes, lawns and flowers. 

The book, being the book of her garden, con- 
tains a history of the garde and the honse. 
Of the building of the house she has written: 

“Henry was home from Missouri for a few 
months. He said to me: ‘Mother, you have 
always wanted a playhouse. Let’s build it in 
your garden while I’m here.’ 

“I said: ‘They say old people go back to sec- 
ond childhood. I still want it. Let’s get busy.’ 

“I can never forget how happy we were 
building the cabin in my daffodil garden! We 

ardly took time to eat. In a few weeks it 
was finished, and I could not tell if I were to 
try the pleasure and the happiness it has been 
to me.” 

In her book, Mrs. Robson becomes the apostle 
of gardens. Throughout the little record she 
makes a strong plea for gardens as a means 
of relaxation from care and worry, and recom 
mends their culture as the most cheerful pur- 
suit for women who love the outdoors. 


She tells of her own love of gardens: 


“The earth is so sweet and warm and brown, 
it 1s impossible for me to keep away from {t 
with hoe or trowel in my hand, and joy in my 
heart. I think how good it is to be alive—to 
have a garden to dig in, and more than all, to 
be well and able to dig. 


“I doubt if there was a time that I did not 
love gardens and flowers. Family tradition 
Says that when I was born, my father brought 
violets from the yard and put them in the lace 
border of my cap. 

“I have owned several homes in my life— 
three in Atlanta—and at all of them I have 
planted things.” 


“IT have thought that of all the homes in At- 
lanta I would rather have Mrs, Richard Peters’ 
place. It makes an impression of ontdoor 
breathing space—also of quiet and refinement— 
and of not being continually on dress parade. 

“If I had to live in a house in Atlanta I 
would choose the stone house Mr. Dougherty 
built, and the most attractive part of that place 
is the natural stone boulders jutting out of the 
terrace along the sidewalk.” 


In her old age, Mrs: Robson is supremely 
happy. Her eyesight is practically undimmed 
and she has written the entire “Garden Book” 
without a blot. Somewhere she remarks: 

“I think the complete enjoyment of all the 
beautiful things God has so lavishly spread 
about us is reserved for the aged—those whose 
pulses have grown calm, and who open their 
souls to the vision. They find many revelations 
of beauty that are withheld from the eager 
eyes of youth.”

Women Who Are 
Rearing Children. 


By TARLETON COLLIER. 


RS. WIMBERLY sat on her front porch 
M and looked out over a dreary landscape 
of railroad tracks, soot flecked, shabby 
freight cars, drab cinder paths and a farther 
fringe of factory buildings. 

Her shoulders drooped, as would any wom 
an‘s who ts driven to unprofitable work in sup 
port of six smal! children, keeping house for 
them at the same time, and working night and 
day with it all. But this time there was a 
weary, forlorn cast to the drooping shoulders 
that spoke of more than mere physical ex 
haustion. There were worlds of despair and 
hopelessness in the woman's attitude. 

The wind that drove the soot flakes was a 
bit cold, and bore the menace that winter holds 
for the poor. Maybe it was the prescience of 
hardships soon to come that had added hope 
lessness to the bodily weariness that was to be 
read from the forlorn droop of Mrs. Wimberly’s 
shoulders, 

Then the 
front door opened, and a little girl, dirt-smeared 


For a long time she sat there. 


of face and dress and bare feet, came out, and 


ran to the woman's side. At the patter of her 


feet, the woman turned swiftly, caught the 
child to her breast, hugged her flercely, and at 
the same time began to cry. 

Mrs. Wimberly had come only that day to a 
realization that she must part with her chil 
dren. The daily struggle had become too great 
She saw now that it had been impossible, even 
from the first. The work that a woman of or 
dinary intelligence, little or no education, can do 


is certainly not profitable. And there is rent to 


pay and food to buy and clothes, and the chill 
wind bore warning of another expense. 

And so Mrs. Wimberly sat on her front porch, 
her shoulders drooping pathetically, and cried 

Mrs. Wimberly is a real person. She lives 
in Atlanta not far from the stockyards. She is 
one of an appallingly large number of widows 
who, with big familles to support, are torn be 
tween the prospect of a life of hardship with 
their children, and a little easier time that 
will be theirs if they give up the boys and 
girls. 

It is for just such persons as Mrs. Wimberly 
that the Associated Charities is asking the 
City Council to make appropriation for widows’ 
pensions—a little money each month, probably 
enough to pay the rent in some cases, probably 
$12, or even $25 in other cases, but a certain 
amount each month. 

“We want to lift these poor widows out of 
a condition where they are dependent on the 
vicissitudes of private charity, and make per- 
manent provision for them,” explained Joseph 
©, Logan, secretary of the Associated Chari 
ties, yesterday. 

The actual need exists in 104 homes, in each 
of which there is a widowed mother of several 
small children, who must work fer her living 
and must keep the home, often without help, 
because the children are tiny and helpless. 

In each of the 104 homes there is a woman 
who has evolved a spirit of defiance against 
the world, and who ts 
fight for her children. 

The Sunday American reporter realized this. 
He went to one little house, to which he had 
been directed by the Associated Charities as 
that of one of the needy widows. A tall, gaunt 
woman answered his knock, and he asked her 
to let him take the Pictures of herself and 
her family. 

The woman misunderstood him, and drew 
back, defiantly. 

“What! Take one of my children?” she 
cried. fiercely ‘No. I'd rather go to jail than 
part with one of my kids.”

She threw her arms around a boy and a 
girl, one on each side, and stepped backward 
toward the house door 

She is a woman who has six children, and 
who for nearly seven years has been working 
to keep them. Her oldest child is eighteen, 
a girl who is a hopeless invalid with tubercu 
losis of the bone. The next is a boy, fifteen, 
then a girl, thirteen, who recently have gone 
to work to supplement the mother's income 

But she would part with none of the chil- 
dren. 

“Not for a million dollars,” she said, backing 
away from the reporter. Then. her mistake 
explained, she became immediately 
with the humility of the very poor All her 
spirit and her energy is conserved for the one 
thing, the fight for her children. 

Explaining the purpose of the 
Charities in its campaign for widows’ pensions, 
tecretary Logan told of the bitter work that 
falls on these widowed mothers. 

“There is a small class of heroic women 
in the community who are struggling to raise 
ebildren against obstacles which they can not 
overcome without help,” he said. “I refer 
to widows who are left without means, and 
with two or more young children. These wom-

whose wages left no margin for saving; their 
glory is their motherhood, and their single am 
bition in life is to keep their children by their 
side. 

“The community ts vitally concerned in their 
struggle. Such women will never voluntarily 
part with their children, and they cling to them 
through adversity whieh gradually breaks their 
bodies and souls; the children also are stunted 
in mind and body by enforced neglect and 
deprivation. The community cares for them 
later in its jails and hospitals. 

“The end of most of such struggles is a court 
proceeding to compel the mother to give up 
the children to some institution where they are 
assured of food and clothing But this pro 
vision comes too late. The girls and boys who 
gave promise of making useful citizens have 
been handicapped for life. 

“This is a situation which ought not to be 
tolerated and which can be corrected by aid- 


ing these women sufficiently to bring up their 
children properly in their own homes 

Such aid must come frem the various di 
Visions of the gxoverninent 


Private charity, with the manifold ealls 


upon it, traceable to sickness, desertion, old 


ace, etce., does net meet the situation. Private 


eharity, however, has helped a sufficient num 


ber of widows in this way to demonstrate that 


is the best way for all parties concerned, the 
mother, the children and the community 

“The directors of the Associated Charities 
have determined to urge the council of 1914 


to appropriate not less than $3,000, ro be placed 
in the hands of the City Warden for the bene 


At, speciiically, af those widows with children,

titled to same under provisions to be adopted 
by Council, 

“Council will have before it in this matter 
the precedent of eighteen States which have 
made this provision for widows." 

In a small way, as best it could with the in 
sufficient provision for maintenance that it has, 
the Associated Charities bas worked out the 
pension ssystem effectively. In 1911 the or- 
ganization helped five of the 104 widows in 
this way through funds subseribed by people 
already interested in the particular families, 
ralf. 
This method costs more than the usssoviation 


or enlisted by the association in their bel 


has been able to secure, except in a few in 
stances. One of fhe five widows regularly pen 
sioned last year received $320.40, and another 
$176. 

Of these two, the first had five children, and 
the other four. They both did all in their 
power to supplement the funds received from 
the association by their own efforts. One sold 
the other 
made an averuge of $12 a month sewing, and 


the milk and butter from two cows: 


also received the earnings of one child who 
worked After five years this child is making 
$35 a month, and a sister, who has been helped 
to take a business course, is starting out at $25 
a month. This family is self-supporting, the 
other soon will be. In the meantime, all the 


ehildren of school age in both families have

From the results of these experiments, and 
a few others, the organization has come to 
the conclusion that the widows’ pension sys- 


tem, well esteblished, would be effective, as well 


as of good to the community. 

“It is a public need,” explained Secretary 
“The city must see that its fatherless 
children are reared under the best advantages. 


Logan. 


And where can careful, tender rearing come 
from better than from the mothers. 

“The bringing up of fatherless children is a 
charge on the community. Too big and com- 
plex a charge to be met by mere money or the 
sympathy of employed visitors. Not because 
the sympathy of the visitor is less vivid, but 
as Drummond said, “No mother can love a mil- 
lion,” and no human visitor, no outsider, no 
institution, can so well understand and love 
children as can their mother. 

“The appeal of these widows and their chil- 
dren is not only to the pocketbook of civiliza- 
tion, but to the heart, the service, the mind, 
the patience. These women and children have 
not been cared for as they could with a steady, 
assured pension. Heretofore only a few could 
be provided, and this few were provided by 
money from private sources, which is altogether 
uncertain. We want to get the matter of. their 
Support off the busis of vicissitude.” 

Out of his records, Mr. Logan  indieated 
scores of cases, where the need is imminent, 
cases like those of Mrs. Wimberly 
he pointed out.

“These people are not permanent public 
charges,” he explained. “There will always be 
a large number, but the individuals get on their 
feet by the help of others, and become again 
self-supporting and independent. Here is Mrs. 
Jackson, who is now self-supporting, herself 
earning $7 a week, and her oldest girl, now 17 
years old, earning $5 a week. There are three 
other children, two of whom are regularly in 
school, the youngest being in a sanitarium.

per cent, practically a pension, from the asso- 
ciation, which supplemented her earnings. 

“This home is now independent, and this 
woman has a right to be proud of the winning 
fight she made for her children.” 

Still another case outlined was that of a 
widow whose husband had been in the city's 
employ. She has four children, the oldest 12 
years old, and the only support which the fam- 
ily has comes from the occasional help of rela- 
tives and from what the woman can earn tak- 
ing in washing. 

A tentative appeal already has been made to 
Council by officials of the association, but, be- 
cause of the decision of City Attorney Mayson, 
unofficially delivered, that under the present 
charter no such pensions could be granted, the 
matter has been laid aside. The Associated 
Charities is ready to continue the fight for pen- 
sions, probably even to taking the matter to the 
State Legislature if it be found that the city 
charter does impose too great a limitation on 
the pensioning power of Council. 

“The city gives the poor some money at pres- 
ent,” said Mr. Logan. “It is a little, about $5 
a month, but it seems that giving this it can 
give more. The matter of pensioning these 
widows and of allowing them the right to rear 
and care for their own children appears to me 
a matter of public need and public service that 
would make this mattetr of real significance, 
and beyond a mere charity appeal. It merely 
takes away from a basis of uncertainty the 
present provision for the support of poor wi- 
dows, and’ places it on a basis of permanence.” 

A pamphlet issued by the Associated Chart 
ties, outlining an appeal for help toward se 
curing the widows’ pensions, explains the sev 
eral means by which a poor widow with chil- 
dren may subsist, showing that the best, after 
all, js that means by which she can keep her 
children around her and under her care. It 
says: 

“Communities can now undertake to ald 
widows with children in three ways: 

“First, by placing all the children in orphan 
ages and letting the mother take care of her- 
self by working. 

“A second way to aid them is to put the 
children in a day nursery, and let the mother 
work during the day and take them home at 
night. 

“There are mothers in this city who are daily 
rising a 5 o’clock in the morning, dressing and 
cooking breakfast for three or four children, 
taking them off to a nursery, and then report 
ing for ten hours’ work at less than six dollars 
a week, On leaving work they take their chil 
dren home, cook their supper, and afterwards 
wash their clothes. 

“It is all vain suffering and useless struggle 
The mother breaks down, and the children turn 
wayward as they grow older. 

“A third way of helping widows with chil- 
dren is to give them regularly an amount suf- 
ficient to enable the mother to keep her home 
together. She is worth more to the community 
as the caretaker of her children than in any 
other capacity. 

“This is not only the best way to care for 
those widows who, with such aid, can and will 
make a proper home for their children, but ft 
is the cheapest way.” 

The plan of a widows’ pension was evolved 
at a meeting of the board of trustees of the 
association some time ago, and because of the 
hope it held out that here was the most effect- 
ive means of providing for the helpless poor, 
it was indorsed enthustastically and work to 
ward Its establishment as an institution under 
the ctty’s laws began immediately,

Tom are few persons who are willing to admit 


that they are as careless, as forgetful, as sus- 

ceptible to flattery, as vain, and as immoral as 
their neighbors and enemies believe them to be. When 
you think about yourself at all, you feel that your super- 
jority to other people has been hidden under a bushel. 
Unkind fate seems to alweys keep down your best 
qualities, so that the world fails to appreciate you. 
You know that if you had the “luck” that Smith had, 
you would be as distinguished a man, as great an an- 
thority, as ingenious a fellow and as popular as he is. 
You are sure your work is as good, your energy 
great, your memory is much better, and your judgment 
js as clever and as quick Yet Smith is 
knowledged to be a leader of men while you must cling 
unknown to your own fireside. 

These thoughts scurry through the minds of most 
people, who secretly chafe at their “hard luck,” as they 
call it, because opportunity has not come their way. Yet 
as a matter of fact, if the newer psychological tests 
are made upon them and upon Smith, it will at once be 
plain that what is usually called “hard luck” or “lack 
of opportunity’ is after all merely the difference be 
tween your instincts, dispositions, temper, habits and 
character and his, 

Your neighbors and enemies exaggerate your defects 
and their own virtues, while you see and magnify your 
own abilities and underestimate theirs. To-day, how 
ever, thanks to such psychologists as Professor John 
Watson, of Johns Hopkins, and Professor Hugo Mun- 
sterberg, of Harvard, if you really wish to be just to 
Smith and sincere with yourself, you can apply certain 
psychological experiments to yourself and to others and 
test your judgment, reasoning powers, will and memory. 
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Power of Attention Tested 
by Words Associated with Dif- 
ficult Forms. 


Thus yoy may find out how strong your mental facul- 
ties may be and how weak your will has become. 

If you desire to discover your ability to pay atten- 
tion to unfamiliar or uninteresting questions that might 
prove important at some future time—and you, like most 
persons, pride yourself upon your attention which is 
very bad—a sample psychological test is made in this 
way: Bits of pasteboard are cut into squares, circles, 
triangles, rectangles, half moons, crescents, stars, octa- 
gons and some fifteen different shapes. Words of one 
syllable such as rat, cat, hat, dog, pin, and the like are 
typewritten upon them. The figures are then placed 
fiat with a cloth over them. Then you or the other per- 
son to be tested are warned to concentrate your at 
tention on the shapes only and at a given signal the 
cloth is lifted for five seconds and then quickly re 
placed. You must then take a peneil and draw each 
shape that you remember and insert the words you 
saw on them, Then the experiment is repeated with 
the advice to pay attention to the words and not the 
forms. 

The results will them show whether your attention 
is of the narrow type or the broad type. If it is nar- 
row, you will in the first test remember no words and 
in the second no forms. According to the number of 
words that you also recall in the first test, and the num- 
ber of triangles, squares and circles in the second, will 
the breadth-of your attention be measured. That is to 
say, ability to pay attention to more than one thing ata 
time is thus estimated. According to the result you 
are fitted to be a bookkeeper, mechanic, superintendent 
or leader of men, The average man is thus found to 
remember only one kind or variety of things that he 
saw or heard, while a true leader such as Morgan, 
Roosevelt, Bryan or Kipling pays attention to many 
things at once, stamps them firmly in his mind and 
recollects them in the proper emergency.

The duration of attention or the 
time that it takes to tire your at- 
tnetion is better the greater you are. 
One of the reasons that Smith is a 
bigger man mentally, commercially 
and politically is because his atten- 
tion, like his physical endurance, 
never seems to tire. 

If you do not believe his atten 
tion fatigues less easily than yours, 
take a page from an ordinary nove 
or magazine. Then for five minutes

A Way to Keep EGGS FRESH 
Without Using COLD STORAGE 


FTER conducting a number of tests 
A with a number of materials for pre- 
serving eggs, John T. Timmons, of 


Cadiz, Ohio, claims that clean, sweet, dry oats 
will aid in keeping eggs fresh longer and 
better in the home than anything else. Wheat 
Wran will do nearly as well, but the cats 
properly used are the best, and the grain is 
not damaged in the least and may be kept 
for future use or fed to he fowls in afferent 
ways to produce more eggs. 

A dry, cool place is the best in which+«to 
preserve the eggs. They will not keep so 
well in a damp or overheated place. 

A box should be secured that will hold ffom 
a peck to half a bushel. It should be tight 
enough to prevent the oats from passing 
through any cracks. Paper cartons are ex 
cellent. Grocery boxes with the lid intact are 
good. 

Oats should be spread over the bottom until 
it is about an inch in depth, and then the fresh

Really HOT 


Fy iow who has been stung by a bee 


knows the burning sensation that 
companies the sting. 

This is of course due to the acid that is in- 
jected by the little weapon in the bee's tail, But 
the experience has led to a number of sayings 
euch as “the hot end of the bee,” and so on, 

It now apears, however, that the bee actu- 
ally is hot. The fever with which it works 
sometimes develops into a temperature 80 
great as to partly cook the honey in the hives, 
to actually bake the insects them- 
Bee raisers have only recently found

selves 
that this is the reason for the wiping out of 
many of their colonies instead of, as had been 
supposed, the presence of some unidentified 
bacilli 

We speak of people getting “into a fever” 
over their work or worry, and it is true that 
both things do raise the temperature of human 
beings. But no human being ever gets into 
such a fever over either as to cook himself to 
death. This the bees really:do 

The dominant, all consuming desire of the 
worker bee is to work. It follows out this im 
pulse until it dies. A bee will literally work it 
self to death. That, in fact, is how all of them 
die except those who are destroyed by disease 
or accident. The bees and ants are the 
most highly specialized creatures in the world, 

It appears now that this highly specialized 
breeding of individuals with a single dominant 
idea only is attended by dangers that carry 
their lesson to man. 

The concentration of energy upon one task 
is so great that it keeps the bee busy every 
moment satisfying it. Suddenly there comes a 
time when the energy outpaces the work. Then 
up goes the temperature of the insect and it

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efes should be placed in carefully with the 
points down in the oats, but not touching the 
bottom. The eggs should not touch each other 
but may stand pretty close. 

When the space is filled with the first layer 
of eggs more oats should be carefully added. 
Care should be taken not to turn or move the 
eges. Mill in about the eggs and cover with at 
least an inch of oats, and then place another 
layer in with points down, as before, and con- 
tinue in this manner until the box is filled. 
Cover the last layer of eggs up well with oats, 
and have just enough in to allow the lid to 
£0 on and be fastened, so that when the box 
is moved or turned over the eggs will remain 
stationary, instead of leaving their position. 

Keep in a dry, cool place, marking the date 
en the box when they were put away, and 
twice or three times a week visit the place 
and carefully turn the box over. This will let 
the eggs stand on both ends, and the fact 
that they are turned frequently helps greatly 
to presetve them, as the yolk of the egg does 
not get to settle to one side or one end and 
cause the egg to go wrong. 

Another secret is in the fact that the oats 
do not wholly exclude the air. The eggs will 
not keep as well if the atmosphere is entirely 
removed from the shells. 

Wheaten bran will permit a little air to 
reach the eggs as well as when kept in oats. 

They may be kept for a short time in Sum- 
mer in this manner. A month or six weeks 
will show no change in the egg is properly 
kept, but if put up in September or October 
it is no trouble at all to keep them in perfect 
condition until Thanksgiving or the holiday 
season.

One of these is to gaze 
at a log fire and then tell of the faces, forms, pictures, 
landscapes, streets, animals or anything else that you 
see therey Or distribute splashes df ink on white paper 
and then gaze fixedly at it and write about «the pic- 
tures you see there. Gazing into rock crystals makes 
some people imagine all sorts of scenery and events, 

To test your will power, that is to say your capac- 
ity for resisting the blandishments of every third stock 
jobber, book agent, insurance salesman, or other entic- 
ing offer, experimental psychologists have devised num- 
erous plans. One of the simplest ones is the “force 
card” trick used by magicians and devised by Kellar, 
the popular prestidigitateur. Here a card, say the ten 
of diamonds, is made prominent as the deck is shoved 
toward you. You are requested to take a card. By the 
suggestion and prominence of the particular card 
ninety-five people in every hundred will pounce upon 
that one card. 

Another test of your susceptibility or resistance to 
suggestion is to place a series of two each of squares, 
circles, stars and octagons on the table and write num- 
bers, such as 45, 61, 84, 97 and other double numbers 
inside them. Pick out now the forms that are largest. 
If you are weak-willed and do not know this trick you 
will invariably pick out of each pair, the form that has 
the biggest number in it, as if it were truly the bigger 
of the two forms. Yet the sizes may actually be all 
alike or reversed. \ 

Another way to test how weak is your wilk—and 
moralists, ministers, vice-crusaders and others who 
boast of their strong will but who know not what temp- 
tation is, have been exposed as very frail with this 
test—is to draw circles, squares, triangles, rectangles, 
crescents and the like on a large square cardboard and 
then expose this card to the eye for a few seconds.

Then mislead by suggestion the fanatics who deny that 
mere force of suggestion influences them. If the lower 
corner has a circle in it, say: “Did you notice a triangle 
or an octagon in the lower left corner.” If there is an 
absence of a weak will you will answer “neither”; if 
you are susceptible you will say one or the other. " 
The reason that honest people are often considered 
immoral and ‘crooked” by many of their acquaintances 
is explained by this psychological trick you can _per- 
form upon yourself and those about you. Have some 
one arrange a small cup of milk, a bottle of water and 
several inkstands, plates, saucers and a bric-a-brack fig- 
ure in such a way that at a given moment when ten or 
more of you are looking all of the articles are pulled 
down by an invisible cord or wira Then you must 
each go into another room and write a few hundred 


words of what you saw and heard. Only one, or per- - 


haps none, of the dozen or more who witnessed the 
event will come anywhere nearly telling the truth of 
what happened. Some will describe irrelevant th 
that they know, but which had nothing to do with the 
case—in this group fall preachers, teachers, moralists 
and many women—others will write about why it all 
happened and what such things lead to, others will dis- 
cuss the artistic and scientific points of the happenings 
and so on. Yet only one or, at the outside, two will 
give a dispassionate, cold description of what occurred; 
all the others added their wishes, hopes, fears, feelings, 
secret longings, standard of morals, instincts of perse- 
cution and hunting. 

Finally your ability to observe, store up, recollect 
and to repeat what has happened, that is to say, your 
memory which you think is better than Smith’s can be 
examined by a hundred methods. You can test their 
memory for sounds as well as sight, for words as well 
as sentences, for numbers as well as ideas. 


A dozen words, numbers or phrases are flashed be- 
fore your ears for half a minute. You now repeat what 
you remember, as does Smith. Then twice as many of 
each is tried. You will soon see that Smith remembers 
both by eye and by ear nearly all of the strange words, 
while you recall only half. Memory for scenes, streets, 
pictures and faces is tested in the same way. The 
paintings or faces are exposed two dozen at a time for 
one-third of a minute. Sixty seconds later the same 
set is shown to you with half a dozen replaced by 
strange ones. You must be able to at once point out 
the six that were not présent when first shown to you. 

So it goes. As test after test is made you will be 
compelled to admit, at least silently to yourself, that 
Smith is mentally more energetic, more attentive, bet- 
ter able to recollect, less open to suggestion with better 
judgment and less liable to fatigue than you. Hence 
opportunities are made by him and seized by him which 
you in error have always considered to be Smith’s luck. 

But Smith is not born with all of this superiority. 
You can catch up to him, equal him, and even go him 
one better if you try. All of these mental gymnastics 
are open to development. But the psychological tests 
must first be honestly made and your shortcomings 
must be firmly acknowledged to yourself. Once you 
recognize the defects, it is only a matter of practice 
when al] these faculties will be improved. 


OVEREATING Turns Us Into Breweries of POISONS 


UTO-INTOXICATION is a word that seems to 

A have been invented for the purpose of avoiding 

the necessity of explaining the facts. The pur- 

pose of this article, therefore, is to tell in’ plain lan- 

guage what auto-intoxication is, its causes, symptoms 
and results. 

Auto-intoxication means self-poisoning. 

Self-poisoning is one of the most common disorders 
with which people are afflicted and it expresses itself 
in so many different ways that, in order to describe 
them all without too much trouble, it was called auto- 
intoxication. 

Self-poisoning is caused almost wholly by wrong 
eating, usually eating too much, but in many cases, by 
eating several things at the same meal that are chemi- 
cally inharmonious. 

Some of the symptoms of self-poisoning are anaemia, 
languor, that tired feeling, mental dulness, headaches 
and a lack of interest in things and a general falling 
below mental and physical par. 

When we take more food into the stomach than 
the body can use, Nature's first method to get rid of it 
is to decompose it. This produces what is called super- 
acidity, or fermentation. On account of the excess of 
acid, food is forced from the stomach too quickly, and 
usually congests and ferments in the upper intestines. 

This condition produces carbon-dioxid, carbon-mon- 
oxid ahd sometimes toxic poisons. In cases of intes- 
tinal congestion, these poisons are absorbed into the 
blood and become a source of a great deal of trouble, 
but where auto-intoxication gets its name is further 
along, after food has been digested and taken into the 
circulation. 

If we are blessed with good digestion, and can as- 
similate more foag than the body can use, the’excess 
passes into the circulation, and is stored up, either in 
the form of fat or it undergoes decomposition and is 
changed into alcohol and other poisons! This is one 
of the plans provident Nature adopts to keep us from 


suiciding, and is also where the word auto-intoxication 
gets its name. ° 

The remedy for auto-intoxication is a moderate 
quantity of simple food, copious water drinking, and 
the total elimination of all stimulating and sedative 
articles such as coffee, tabacco, liquor and drugs of all 
kinds, 

No greater mistake can be made than to seek a 
remedy in drugs or take stimulants, where one is 
anaemi@ or “run down.” By this process we merely 
throw an additional poison upon the self-poisoned body. 
We deceive ourselves with a stimulant but we have 
not reached or dealt with the cause. 

The human body is incomparabiy more complex and 
delicate than any machine, yet there is a widespread 
belief that one skilled in the art of locating disorders 
can, in a large percentage of cases, correct and cure 
them by the magical effect of some drug application. 

It is not meant that all drugs are bad, but that 
the theory of correcting a disorder without removing 
its cause violate the greatest law of physics. The idea 


of curing disease without removing its cause is, in fact, 
parallel with the ancient theory that a man of vicious 
character could be made virtuous by a magical process, 
A man may turn from vice to virtue in a moment, but 
he can become spiritually strong only by growth, by 
conformity to the moral law. In like manner, bodily 
health comes not by magic, but by right living—by 
conformity to the laws of health. 

The human body, while the most complicated, is the 
toughest piece of mechanism known to the scientific 
world. It will adjust itself to more unnatural things 
than any other piece of living matter known, and while 
Nature is exacting, she is at the same time forgiving, 
and, if given a half chance, will keep the biped man in 
a fair state of health, therefore, the more we conform 
to natural laws the more bodily ease we will enjoy, and 
the more we violate the natural laws the more disease 
we will be afflicted with. 

The whole question of health and disease is re- 
ducible to this: “Discovery of the conformity to the 
natural law is all of wisdom and the beginning of wis- 
dom is faith that Nature’s laws are all sufficient.”

Curiously enough, their research has led them to 
the domain of the insect world. It has been recently 
found that certain insects are in a state of catalepsy or 
hypnosis during a large period of their existence. 

Particularly is this true of an Indian insect known as 
Carausius morosus, 

Professor Peter Schmidt, of the Imperial Uni- 
versity of Petersburg. has made a close study of 
these jnsects, and declares that while they may often 
be thought at first* sight to be sleeping or reposing? 
closer observation and some simple experiments wiil 
produce the conviction that we have to do with a cata- 
lepsy exactly like that ar- 
tificially produced in high-

done with a crayfish—one can stand him vertically on 
his head and the first pair of legs, and he will keep 
completely motionless for hours, as it bewitched. 

“When I detected this interesting muscular state 
in the quiet Carausius I tried some experiments, and 
after a number of trials it occurred to me, for instance, 
to stand the insect on its head and to give him a still 
more amusing pose which I| have called the “wrestling 
bridge.” In one of the experiments a cataleptical Carau- 
sius remained on its head for four and a half hours! 
And he showned not the slightest signs of fatigue.” 

All these experiments sufficiently demonstrate that 
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the muscles of Carausius are really in a state which 
is named by physiologists “flexibilitas cerea” (i. e., Wax 
flexibility). They are strained, but not extremely as in 
the state of tetanus; they can be stretched more and re- 
main in a given position. Expressly the same state of 
muscles is observed in the cases of catalepsy or 
“hypnosis” in higher animals and in man. 

How strong is this rigidity of muscles is seen from 
the experiment shown in Figure C. Here a Carausius 
is posed between two books with the tips of the forelegs 
on the one and with the end of the abdomen on the 
other. A very considerable weight for it, in the shape 
of some, paper strips, has been placed on its abdomen, 
so that it is bent like a bow, and, notwithstanding, it 
will remain in the deepest ca »lepsy for one or more 
hours in this strange pose! > 

It is known that catalepsy has two distinguishing 
features: (1) a cataleptical subject does not feel pain; 
one may cut and sting him, and he remains in the same 
state of immobility: (2) the cataleptical tension of 
muscles does not cause fatigue. And, in fact, a cata- 
leptical Carausius is completely feelingless, with sharp 
scissors one can cut off its antennae and feet, and, one 
after the other all the segments of the abdomen; its 
green blood flows from the 
wounds, but it stays in the 
same pose completely mo- 
tionléss., 

If the same result could 
be procured in humans, it 
is obvious that surgical 
operations might possibly 
be performed without the 
use of anaesthetics, and at 
the same time without 
pain. While the use of 
anaesthetics is not near- 
ly a8 dangerous as it once 
was, the surgica’ world 
would hail any discovery 
which made their use un- 
necessary, 
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ules being melted away by the heat of the 
activity of the muscles. 


If it were possible to oxidize the fat in our 
tissues it would melt away just as it does 
when put into a frying pan, but exercise is in- 
dulged in by the stout only at a great expen- 
diture of will power. 


But there is another way, according to this 
German scientist, in which the oxidation of 
the fat can take place, without putting so 
great a strain upon the will of the patient. It 
is a common experience that the-stout person 
really requires lighter clothing than the thin 
man or woman. But this fact must be. car- 
ried to its logiea) conclusion. 

The stout person should wear as little 
clothing as possible in order that the oxygen 
of the air may act upon the fat through the 
pores of the skin, for while oxidation is not 
as rapid in this way as it is by the muscles, it 
is more continuous and does take place, as is 
Plain from the hardened fat of the hardy, ex- 
posed person when compared with the flabby 
fat of the coddied stout man or woman who 
is always wrapped in heavy garments and 
furs. Under the action of the air the fatty 
globules lose much of their moisture, and be- 
come hard, shrinking somewhat and serving 
the purpose for which nature intended the 
fatty layers—protection of the more delicate 
tissues beneath it. 


This process of wearing less and less cloth. 
ing must be adopted gradually, lightening 
the clothing little by little so that the system 
receive no severe shock. When the minimum 
of clothing has at last been reached it wil] 
not be difficult for the stout person to gq 
without any clothing at all, at least in mild 
weather. This step should be taken by ex: 
posing the body for a short time at first, and 
then gradually lengthening the period of ex:

For instance, in Vénezuela is the cow tree, which 
derives its name from the fact that when the trunk is 
cut a stream of milk gushes out—milk of thick, creamy 
consistency, with a balmy fragrance. The milk flows 
best in the early morning and at sunset. At these 
times the natives come from far and near with bowls 
or pails to get their family supply of the milk. It is of 
such thickness that if left to “set” it very soon becomes 
cheese. 

Another. one of Nature's dairies is the butter tree. 
The name is also given to several tropical trees which 
yield certain oils that can be used for butter. The real 
butter tree grows in Centra] Africa. From the kernels 
of the fruit is obtained rich butter that can be pre- 
served for a year or more. 

In order to make the meal complete there should 
be bread to go with the butter, and this is provided by 
the bread tree, which flourishes in the islands of the 
Pacific. The tree is of good size with large lobed 
leaves and fruit of a roundish form, from four to seven 
inches in diameter. This fruit, when baked, resembles 
bread somewhat and is eaten by the natives as such. 

A boon to the weary wayfarer is the traveller’s tree, 
found in Madagascar. It will grow in the most arid 
desert, and no matter how dry the weather is, a quart 
of water always flows out: when the stalk is punctured. 
The water is pure, clear and pleasant to the taste. The 
leaves of the tree are from tén to fifteen feet in length. 

In order to provide light for their darkness, the 
natiyes of the South Sea Islands make use of the can 
dle tree. Its fruit is heart-shaped, and the seeds when 


boiled make tallow that is excellent for candles. The 
natives remove the shells. bake and string the kernels

and preserve them. Five or six of the kernels are 
enough to supply a good, clear light. 

In Jamaica is found the so-called “life tree.” If the 
leaves are broken from the plant they will continue to 
srow. Nothing but fire will destroy this tree. 

A tree thai loves darkness rather than the light is 
the “sorrowful tree,” found in Western India. It is so- 
called because it weeps every morning. The tree flour- 
ishes only in the dark. Through the day and up until 
sunset, not a flower can be but after darkness 
has fallen, the tree becomes a mass of blossoms. At 
sunrise the flowers drop off in a shower, thus producing 
the effect of weeping. The blossoms open every night 
in the year.

EW devices have been intro- 

N duced into Buropean armies 

which will make aerial war 

fare more terrible and complicated 
than any form of military science. 

Airships are now painted like 
clouds to escape detection by the 
enemy. They seek cover behind 
clouds, They attack by night and use 
Parachutes to light up the enemy's 
position, drop bombs and give false 
information concerning their own 
position, 

The English army authorities have 
planned a wonderful! dirigible balloon 
carrying a number of smaller craft, 
very much as a steamship carries its 
lifeboats. The small craft are fitted 
with searchlights and bomb cham- 
bers and swing on davits on each 
side of the great vessel. 

The parent ship will be manoeu- 
vred by her crew to a great. height 
above the enemy's position, where 
she will be beyond éffective observa 
tion and the reach of shelis. 

Preferably the attack will be made 
by night. The parent ship will re 
lease one of the small craft and 
steer it by wireless in the direction 
of the enemy's position. Then a 
change in the rapidity of the wire 
leas Waveg will start a little electric 
spark on the small craft that will 
ignite a great acetylene searehlight 
This will light up the enemy's posi- 
tin for a mile around and make it 
as clear as daylight to the watchers 
in the airship. 

Then another change in the vibra 
tion of the wireless current afid a 
bomb will be released by the open. 
ing of a trap door. It will fall down 
with devastating effect on the sol- 
diers and fortifications below. 

The men below will have a poor 
opportunity to aim at the attacking 
ship. The smal) craft wil! not indi- 
cate exactly the position of the 
parent ship, The searchlight spread 
ing out over a great area will not 
reveal accurately the spot from which 
it comes, 

It will be possible to steer a small 
craft back to the parent ship, but 
even should one be destroyed its loss 
would be insignificant. The effective 
range of one of these bomb-dropping 
craft would be about three miles, 
They would weigh ninety to one hun- 
dred pounds each and carry two 
bombs apiece. The system of 
steering them would be operated by 
means of a ewivel beam attached to 
the front of the airship with two 
motors attached to it. 

Another arrangement has also been 
perfected by which a parachute is 
used by the parent ship in place of 
a@ smaller craft. This has the ad- 
vantage of economy, as the para- 
chute costs much less than the small 
craft. The parachute is used both to 
carry bombs and searchlights. 

This system was actually tested by 
the army at Farnborough, England 
the other day. Twice in the dark 
ness of the night a balloon ascended 
to a height of about 1,500 feet and 
each time it dropped a tin box some 
two feet long. Immediately a little 
Parachute attached to the device 
opened and at the same moment 
there burst forth a strong and steady 
light which revealed the army en- 
camped beneath it. 

The parachute, like the smal! air 
boat, can be guided by wireless till 
it Hghts up actually the area which 
it is designed’ to see. Bombs may 
be attached to the parachute carry- 
ing the searchlight and released by 
wireless. When the attackers desiye 
to effect tremendous destruction they 
can steer other parachutes loaded 
with bombs only to the lighted area. 

Air navigation has now been de- 
veloped into a recognized branch of 
military science. It is certainly the 
most perilous and difficult of all, but 
the appalling destguction and de 
moralization which it may inflict 
upon the terrestrial enemy seem to 
make it worth al) the loss of life it 
must ental 

In aerial warfare there will be as 
many different types of vessels as in 
a naval fleet. A most important part 
of the new science is a knowledge of 
the clouds and how to use them as 
cover. Some clouds offer a practi- 
cally permanent protection, whfle 
others are only temporary 

Up to a height of 4,000 feet above 
ground gupners trained to the work 
can hit an air craft. This was the 
experience of the Bulgarian war. At 
2,000 feet, however, it is impossible 
to recognize the color of an airship 
and to distinguish between friend 
and foe, 

Within this range there are plenty 
of shifting clouds in cloudy weather 
which may be used as cover, but 
they are more or lees transient and 
airmen using them must run the risk 
of being discovered and exposed to 
artillery fire.

At 4,500 feet an airship moving 
slowly can observe the enemy on the 
ground acourately, and yet be be- 
yond the range of ground fire. 

Above 4,500 feet begin the layers 
of clouds which can be counted on 
as reliable cover, lasting until there 
is a decided change of weather. At 
5,000 feet occur the cumulus clouds, 
producing rain, hail and snow. At 
6,000 feet are the strato-cumulus, or 
fair weather clouds. From 10,000 to 
26,000 feet range the cumulus-nimbus

Poisons are dangerous, no matter how 
carefully used, and the safer plan is to keep 
toads and protect them These creatures 
are not very attractiye, but they are very 
valuable, and anything of reai value these 
days becomes more or less attractive in most 
of our eyes, 
Toads devour More insects in a given 
period than most birds 
Insects work on vegetation more under 
cover of darkness than in daytime, and the 
ioads know this,and go forth at night and 


snap up the unsuspecting enemies of flowe = 
and vegetables by the thousand. They dari 
their tongue out and take one or more in- 
sects every time. They are not at all pact! 
cular as to the particular kind of bug the: 
feed upon, but they catch many kinds, among 
which are flies and all sorts of bettles which 
sap the life out of plants. 

Toads are supposed to give persons -warty 
who happen to touch them, but this is a mis 
taken id@a. It is nothing less than a super 
stition, and it is folly to teach such a thing 
unless it be to keep children from handling 
them.

Only fifteen and already very beautiful, she met a woman artist and posed for her 
head. Not long after she saw a way to replenish the meagre family purse and became a 
professional modgl.. Demand for her growing, she told how she and her mother mi- 
grated to New York, where the art of posing is more richly rewarded. 

In keen, astonishingly frank paragraphs she revealed the dangers of the studios 
and the problems of the girl alone with the artist. 

Her next step was toward the stage, and she detailed her struggle to get upon it, 
told of phases of life then very ——— to a young and unsophisticated girl of six- 
teen, marvelling how the famous Florodora Sextette could wear ‘'such beautiful clothes 
off the stage and such wonderful pearls on the stage,’’ and hoping some day ‘‘to be as 

t as they were.”’ 

Describing the little supper per to which she was invited after the theatre, she 
paved the way to the recital of meeting with Stanford White.

YERE is something about the stage which seems to put 
veracity and honor to sleep, sald one man. It was the 
sort of wild statement that a particularly voluble chorus 
gir) might have made, and the truth as ever lay somewhere in 
the middle. 

The stage girl is°a frank appellant for admiration, anc the 
admiration’ of mon at that. She sings, she-dances and she 
dresses with this central thought in mind: “I must arouse the 
{interest of men.” Women in other walks of life do exactly the 
same thing because they are obeying the same instinct which 
animates the chorus girl. Their invitation may be more subtle 
and intimate, but they are not attempting to span the immense 
Gulf which stretches between the stage and their audience. 

A chorus girl must impress a general and pleasing sense of 
her womanliness upon the men she has come to please. There 


neither opportunity, nor is there machinery for conveying her 

dividuality across the footlights. And here I may say that the 
fdeal chorus girl is one who must also be pleasing to women, 
for women are attracted by a certain phase of femininity which 
finde expression on the stage. 

The opportunity comes to her after the show, and yet it is 
the new chorus girl that meets her admirer. Too often the 
anit is disappointing to a man who secures his ideal picture of 
the girl when she was one of many. I am always sorry for the 
girl and have very little patience with the disillusioned man 
who had begun al! over again reconstructing his ideal as he 
goes on to discover what was the charm which attracted him 
to this or that particular member of the chorus. 
“ There was another life which lay beyond the theatre, and 
Was, so to speak, an appendage of it. There were parties, 
parties given by boys to girls, just as innocent and just as frolic- 

me as they would have been had they not been given in the 
early hours of the morning, and had they been prepared for col- 
lege girls instead of girls of the chorus. 

We always went in bunches to these parties, One girl would 
Invite the other and ‘we would go off to a cafe for supper, and 
afterward to some apartnfent, where we could dance, and if it 
was the early hours of the morning before we dispersed our 
several ways, we were just as bright and just as fresh as we 
had started che night.

I] would emphasize the perfect innocence of these frolics. I 
would go so far as to say that even when they took the form of 
literally going home with the milkman, as they say in England, 
there was nothing In them but harmless amusement. 


There is little difference in cub life, whether the animal be 
™an or puppy. There is a wild desire to chaw up things, to 
ghaw slippers and to climb curtains—of course, I am speaking 
figuratively—and there is no vicious thought or intention on the 
part of either of the participants. 

Mother took an -old-fashioned view of these early morning 
arrivals, and the old-fashioned View through all ages has been 
the view of people who no longer desire to do the things which 
they criticise. 

It often seems, when one listens to the admonition of one’s 
elders, that one is gazing, with some awe, I confess, upon the 
telic of an age which knew not frolic or unconventional action, 
and one has ever a sense of being a product of a novel and a 
decadent generation. But I rather think my analysis of old- 
fashionedness is nearer the mark, and there may come a day 
when I myself will look with stern disapproval upon a younger 
generation and its follies. I trust, however, that my outlook will 
be from a newer and better world. 

And yet, thinking these things over, I agree with mother 
entirely. Her temperament was different from mine, anc I cannot 
in my wildest moments imagine her in her wildest moments 
greeting the dawn from the wrong end of the day. 

The homecoming was often attended with a certain apprehen- 
sion which is not unknown to the most sedate of us. ! can hear 
mothers reproachtul, “Oh, Evelyn!” pow. 4 have often heard 
criticisms of what, to her, must have been my outrageous conduct, 
sketched in even stronger terms and at greater length, but I 
have usually snuggled in between sheets, full of sudden healthy 
sleepiness, oblivious to criticism, and much that might have been 
helpful to me in my after life was lost in a very natural desire 
to recuperate my exhausted vitality. 

Party succeeded party, as I have said, girls were taken out by 
men of all kinds and of all ages, and they very soon discovered in 
me a child who had particularly childish interests. They were 
amused by my passion for mechanical toys, and in those days I 
heard nothing to which I might take exception. Indeed, the 
conversation was generally so innocuous.as tb be almost banal— 
that is the impression | have to-day. ¢ 

Happy-¢imes are hard to remember; great sorrowe are the réd 
Btampe in'the index of life. A happy childhood may be expressed 
jm the character of him or her who has been fortupate enough 
to experience it. dt leaves no greater memory than Coes a com- 
fortabla dream. and onivy now and again by some trick of 
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memory can I recall the men and women who contributed to that 
careless period of life which was all white roses and soft down. 

Some of the girls drank because they thought it was the thing 
to do and was part of their lives. It was good fun to feel the 
exhilarating sense which strong waters bring. A cocktail was 
less a pleasure than part of the ritual of good fun; champagne 
was something rather amusing. i doubt whether Any of the 
girls liked it, but it was “seeing life,” and since nobody took very 
much, and many were very ill in consequence of their adventure, 
little hanm was done. 

The days passed rapidly; new and pleasant people came flock- 
ing into my life and disappeared again; some came back and 
impressed themselves upon my mind; a few (very few) remained 
as permanent landmarks, but the vast majority are pleasant 
ghosts. 

All went cheerily and happily, posing as models by day, rush- 
ing to play at night, the wild parties which so often ended when 
the day had begun anew—all these things went to make it an 
extremely happy period.

How ghallI speak of Stanford White’ It I took a conventional 
view. if 1 followed tie path which popular prejudice would have 
me tread, | should speak of him with loathing, as something 
unclean, some ugly excrescence of humanity, the very thought 
of which was horrible. 

1 am looking at him across a gulf of years—years charged 
with sorrow and mental anguish; | am looking at him, too, from 
the standpoint of a woman, and a worldly woman. We judge 
human beingg by their large worth to the world, rather than by 
their individual foibles 

The judgment of the moment is seldom a sane one or a just 
one Wilde might have been obliterated from the world of 
literature, and his books placed on the index expurgatorius if 
the decision lay with the people of England in the days of his 
trial. Sheridan, by some etandards, wag an incorrigible drunk- 
ard; Pitt a hopeless gambler unfit to be trusted with the finances 
of his country; Alexander Hamilton was a libertine. 

1 cite these at random because they were just great men, just 
as Stanford White wag a great man. 

That is how I see him after all these years. That he did me 
a wrong, that from certain moral standards he was perverse 
and decadent does not blind my judgment. 


Stanford White was a great’man, a man of tremendous powers 
and capabilities; large and generous in his dealing with his 
fellows; brillfant as an artist and scholar; kindly to a degree 
in his relations with those who needed his kindness; my remem- 
brance of him is a sad but an appreciative one. 

I met Stanford White at a supper party. He had a friend in 
the chorug who invited me to meet him. It was no novel thing 
to meet new people; it was, as I have made clear, a very usual 
circumstance, and I attached no importance to the outing save 
that I was going to meet one of whom I had heard and whe by 
all accounts was a very clever man. And let me say here that 
cleverness in a man or a woman has always been the supreme 
attraction. 

Never in my life have I found the slightest pleasure in 
the commonplace, a pleasure which is reserved entirely for those 
favored folk who get a great amount of placid joy in finding 
things as they expect them, and expecting very little. 

My first impression of Mr. White was that he was very unpre- 
possessing; that he was vety kindly, and that he was safe. He 
did not treat me with any great ceremony, but he was courteous, 
attentive and took an interest in my life. There was something 
subtly flattering to me in this attention and interest, and I found 


myself listening to him with a satisfaction which few pepple 
have given to me. 

He exercised an almost fatherly supervision over what . 
and was particularly solicitous as to what 1 drank. He as 
mildly reproving, gently bantering, a man who kept one 8 ng 
with his own good humor or interested In his own experiemes. 
Everybody had spoken so well of him, and he was undoubtedly 
a genius in his art He had met my mother and knew somet§ing 
of our history, and he was keenly interested in my adventéres 
in the artistic world.

Men like Stanford White loom into life. I have only a ‘cloudy 
recollection of when his name was first mentioned to me. I 
have only the dimmest recollection of seeing him before our 
first meeting. He was terribly old to me—I think in those days 
all men over twenty-five were old. 

{ was eager for friendship. As I have said, I loved everybody 
and everything. I. thought the stage was a lovely piace and 
everybody kindly Sir Galahads. 

Men like Stanford White—I am speaking now of the baser 
Stanford White with which the world Is better acquainted—re 
duce their methods to an exact science. 


White had a formula which apparently never varied. His 
passion was for girls of tender years and he found them easy 
prey He had the appearance and the manner which readily 
impressed and deceived them. I have said that by nature he 
was a kindly man. It was not necessary for him to play a part 

“a when he assumed the paternal attitude toward those he marked 
down, It was so easy to accept candies from this benevolent 
man, and in my case an easier matter, since my tastes were very 
childish, and I grew ecstatic over mechanical tovs. It was a 
great joke amongst the set of men with whom I had become ac- 

* quainted, so great a joke that Mr, White found the shortest cut 
to my affections 


It must not be thought that my introduction to Stanford White 
was haphazard. Every invitation to a party was not automatical- 
ly accepted. My mother exercised considerable surveillance over 
my comings and goings. I was guided by her to a very large 
extent were the parties anything out of the ordinary. At first 
she would not consent to my going to the party, at which I was 
destined to meet Stanford White She did not know, any more 
than I, that White would be one of the party.

It was hung about with velvet, 
divans and great billowing cushions were 
everywhere, tiny little Oriental tables, 
all the impedimenta of luxury were dis- 
played on either band. 

Stanford White was a man of exquisite 
taste.

It was then that I received my first 
impression of him. His size was appall- 
ing, and I was not impressed by his looks.

We went up another two flights of stairs, and came to the 
room at the top of the building. My one impression of the room 
was that extended in the very centre was a large velvet chair, 
swinging on two ropes from the ceiling, and above this chair 
closer to the ceiling and some distance from the ropes gr swing 
was hung a big open Japanese umbrella of paper. 

“Let me give you a swing,” said Stanford White. 

I got into the chair and he swung me higher and higher till 
I almost touched the umbrella. 

“I want to see your feet ge through it,” he said, swinging me 
more vigorously, and soon after I accomplished what he desired, 
for my feet went crashing through the paper cover of the um- 
brella. It was amusing. I enjoyed it thoroughly. I did not 
realize that childish fun could have any serious significance. I 
did not realize that this prepossessing and kindly man could have 
any other object in view than to amuse me. 

After a while he looked at his watch. 

“I should like to stay here all day,” he said with a smile, 
“keeping you amused, but unfortunately 1 am a very busy man.” 

He glanced round at my companion. 

“I want to see you for a moment,” he said, and went out with 
her. In a little time she came back to me. She told me that 
she had to go to the dentist and that we should go for a little 
ride in an automobile round Central Park and afterward I might 
go with wher. It was Mr. White's suggestion that I should do 
this, He thought my teeth should be seen to, and since he was 
a dentist with experience | welcomed the’ suggestion. 

1 told mother al! about the party and the subsequent visit to 
the dentist. There was nothing to hide, and nothing in the 
afternoon’s experience which seemed in any way out of place, 
and mother apparently took the same view.

In a few days mother received a letter from him, asking her 
to call at No. 160 Fifth avenue. Poor mother was rather flus- 
tered, because she did not know at that time whether No. 160 


SFifth avenue was his home or his office. The interview with him 
Was a very satisfactory one. I think mother must have been im- 
pressed by his kindness, He wanted her to take me to a denfist 
in New York to have all my teeth seen to. It was rather a fad 
of White's, this teeth-seeing. I realize now the supreme im- 
portance of this timely visit to the dentist, and 1 do not think it 
so strange as ! did at the moment. He had arranged for almost 
every girl in the Florodora to be put right by the dentist. itere 
then, we have a'curious sidelight upon the character of the man. 
His thought for the girls in so important a matter gives one a 
glimpse of his larger benevolence. 

I femember in reading Maurice Hewlett’s “Richard Yea-and- 
Nay” being struck by the mystery of the relationship which ex- 
isted between old King Henry, his son John, and the woman 
whom Richard was to marry. There was something very sinis- 
ter in her comings and goings. 

Stanford White had girl friends of whom I knew little or 
nothing. They may have been innocent agents of his; their 
work on his behalf may have béen of a less innocent character. 
Yet for so important a man he was absurdly anxious to keep his 
friends separate and distinct. I remember once when I saw him 
at luncheon at the studio on Twenty-fourth street, there was an- 
other girl. It was not the one who had taken me first to his 
apartment. When he invited me he told me that there would 
be a young lady there, whom I already knew. 

“You must not ask me whom it is until you see her, and 
whatever you do, do not tell—that she was with us.” 

In many ways his friendship was practical. He sent me a hat 
and a feather boa and a long red cape on one occasion. It was 
such a present that a man could give to a girl of my age with- 
out offense. I was to wear it to a party, and mother made me 
a new dress especially for the occasion and sent ft to the theatre. 
A carriage was waiting for me on the other side of Thirty-ninth 
street, indeed there was more than one for when I got out I 
saw several. A man stepped out from the door of a green- 
grocer’s store opposite which the carriages were standing and 
accompanied me. It was Stanford White. 

The furtive character of the meeting did not impress me so 
much then as it does now. He got into the carriage with me 
and we drove to Madison Square Garden. These little facts have 
impressed themselves on my memory, because I have so often 
gone over the circumstances that attended the party, striving, 
often vainly, to recall all that happened. We talked about nothing 
in particular. I thought it was curious that he should come to 
meet me, but his attitude was always kindly and deferential. 
When we went up the elevator in the tower of Madison Square 
Garden, we found another girl and another man there. 

It was a replica of the other luncheon party. I remember I 
nibbled chocolate eclairs and drank a glass of champagne. Only 
one, however. Stanford White put out a detaining hand when I 
pushed my glass forward. 

“One is quite enough for a little girl,” he said, “I want you 
to be a nice little girl.’ 

“What do you think is a nice little girl?” I asked laughingly 

But he was very serious.

“It is one who doesn’t stay up late,” he said, “one who goes 
home to her mother at an early hour.” 
It seemed rather a dull way of ending the evening, but he 


escorted me ‘back to the very door of the apartment in the Audu- 
bon Hotel and wakened mother. 

Mother and Stanford White were auite good friends. He visited 
her on several occasions. 

He was always very courteous in his relationship. Mother 
was impressed by his anxiety for my welfare. He was so*safe 
a man, so eminently solid, and there was so little that was not 
nice spoken about him; that my mother might be well excused 
for regarding him as a heaven-sent friend of the family, a sec- 
ond father. 

And here I may say that though Stanford White was a notorious 
man in New York, and though there was hardly a man about 
town who did not know him and of him, there were none who 
warned me, He was a powerful man and in spite of his peculjar- 
ities, a very popular man. Men, and women too, for the matter 
of that, are prone to excuse viciousness which wears a pleasant 
guise, and it*requires greater moral courage to go up against 
popularity than it does to lead an army in the field. 

I find no difficulty in telling the story of Sianford White and 
the influence he exercised over my life unless it be the difficulty 
of avoiding the melodrama of it. 

I want to tell the story as one in whom such physical changes 
have occurred as to another person. 

Sentimentality is as much out of place in an autobiography as 
it would be in a timetable, and it is more satisfactory to me to 
get outside myself and regard the big incident in my life from 
the outsider’s point of view without fear, favor or prejudice. 

It is not an easy task I set myself, but it is considerably easier 
than it would have been a few years ago. 

For example, it might be unjust at this moment to explain 
every action of Stanford White in the light of his subsequent 
conduct. I have no doubt in my mind that in many of the things 
he did White was actuated by the purest kindness, Such was the 
complexity of the man’s character that he could at one and the 
same time be the disinterested patron and the scheming roue. 

He had established himself in my mother’s good graces, was a 
frequent visitor at our home, and now became suddenly inter 
ested in my mother’s movements. 

He displayed a solicitude which took a significant shape, He 
knew we had friends at Pittsburgh.

For I had given her a very faithful account of the parties to 
which I had been with Mr. White and there could be no doubt 
that those parties were beautifully conducted and the attitude of 
evnarybody concerned was proper and decorous, 

Eventually mother decided on the trip, and Stanford White 
secured facilities which enabled her to make the journey without 


expense to herself. Before she went I had promised that in het 
absence I would not go out with any other person than White. 

That promise I kept. 

The morning after she had left I had a "phone message trom 
him asking me to come to a studio where I was to have some 
photographs taken. It was early in the morning, and by ten 
o’clock | was dressed and on my way to the studio in Twenty- 
second street. There were two photographers pres@at and again 
the proteedings were such as I could find no fault with. 

I posed for hours on end, wearing amongst other things the 
most gorgeous of Japanese kimonos, which Mr. White told me 
had been brought from Hong Kong expecially for me. It was a 
tiring business, but it was over at jast, and Mr, White had 
luncheon for me and that “one glass of rhampagne and mo more” 
which so emphasized the care he dwrieved in shaping my con 
duct. 

I mark these visits because they wcre important to me. Each 
visit represented an advance in the friendliness of our relation- 
ship, each visit made me more end more dependent upon hig 
honor and his integrity.

ANY new discoveries have been 
made by the Egypt Bxploration 

Fuud concerning Queen Hat- 
shepsut, the remarkable woman who 
Tuled over Egypt 4,500 years ago. 
These diseoyeries thore than justify 
the claim of Queen Hatshepsut to be 
called the Mrs. khurst of her time. 

Queen HatshefSut gained full pos- 
session of the throne from which she 
ousted her worthless brother, assumed 
the garments of a man, extended the 
empire into far distant regions, erect- 
ed the greatest temples and monu- 
ments of her time and gave the peo- 
ple the most efficient government they 
had ever known. ~ 

The latest work bearing on Queen 
Hatshepsut is the complete excavation 
of the great temple built by her at 
Deir-el-Bahri, west of the Nile, near 
Thebes. This building was erected 
et the’ base of a vast cliff which adds 
‘uriously to its grandeur, 

The temple now stands practically 
perfect with terraces and courts re- 
stored. The wonderful! colored reliefs 
commanded by Queen Hatshepsut to 
record her career aud glorify her sex 
are now visible to the world. The 
temple was constructed on three ter- 
races and lies at the foot of cliffs that 
Tise 400 feet sheer above it. 

‘Buried in the temple nre Hatshep- 
sut; her father, Thutmose I.; her 
brother, Thutmose II., and her hailf- 
brother, Thutmose III. It is notice- 
able that in all the decorations Hat- 
shepsut occupies nearly the entire 
Wall spuce. Her men relatives occupy 
only the minimum space necessary to 
depict them, and they are all repre 
sented standing, while the Queen is 
seated. 

On tlre upper terrace of the temple 
is a shrine of Hathor, the cow god- 
dess, the favorite divinity of Hat- 
shepsut. On the wall painting within 
Hathor is represented in the form of 
@ cow suckling a boy and protecting 
a manu standing before her. 

On the lower platform of the tem- 
pie is a most interesting relief illus- 
trating the methods used by the an- 
cient Egyptians in transporting huge 
obelisks and monoliths. Three rows 
of boats tow the huge barge in which 
ap obelisk is loaded. 

The relief shows the pilots’ boats 
running ahead with the pilots taking 
the soundings, the taut cable, the 
swinging oars, the tender and the 
rear line of craft carrying offictating 
priests and the royal emblems of Hat- 
shepsut. 

In this way, with the aid of 2,000 
men, the two obelisks erected in 
honor of Hatshepsut were carried to 
the temple of Amon at Karnak. 

One of the many inscriptions to 
Hatshepsut on the walls at Deir-el- 
Bahri declares: “Hatshepsut, the di- 
vine consort, adjusted the affairs of 
the two lands (i. e., upper and lower 
Egypt) by reason of her policies; 
Egypt was made to labor with bowed 
head for her.” 

The magnificently colored reliefs 
of the temple show that Hatshepsut 
wore alJl the costume and regalia of 
a male Pharaoh, She wore a crown, 
dressed herself entirely in men’s 
garments and put on an artificial 
beard. The archaeologist informs us 
that an ambasador at her court 
would find the way to her favor if he 
addressed her as “His Majesty.” 

Hatshepsut, through her mother, 
Queen Ahmose, was the heiress of the 

der line of Pharaohs, which had 
left no male representatives. From 
the beginning of her career she was 
confronted by a conspiracy of her 
father, Thutmose I., and her other 
male relatives, to deprive her of her 
rights, just as the modern suffra- 
gettes say they are being deprived 
of theirs. She compelled her father 
to surrender the throne to her, as 
he was not of royal descent and bad 
no rights after his wife was dead. 
She was married according to the 
ancient Bgyptian custom to her 
brother Thutmose II. 

He endeavored to usurp the entire 
power, but Hatshepsut overcame him. 
Virst she forced him to acknowl- 
edge her as coruler, and her next 
step was to send him into retire- 
ment and assume all the honors and 
rights of the Pharaoh. She was 
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styled “the female Horus,” and a 
woman ruled alone over Egypt for 
the first time. 

Her father was still alive and plot- 
ted with her half-brother, known as 
Thutmose III, his son by a slave 
named Isis, to gain possession of the 
thrdnme. Thutmose III. held the 
throne for fhree years, and then Thut- 
mose Il, emerged from retirement 
and secured the throne for himself, 
while keeping his wife in the back- 
ground, 

But Hatshepsut was not to be sup- 
pressed. She gathered her adher- 
ents together, and at first cleverly 
compelled her husband to acknowl- 
edge her as co-ruler. When she gath- 
ered sufficient strength she threw 
him off the throne. 


Hatshepsut was now Permanently 
esiablished in power. The inscrip- 
tions tell us that “Bgypt was made 
to labor with bowed head for her, 
the excellent seed of the gods. The 
bow-cable of the south, the mooring 
stake of the southerners, the excel- 
lent stern cable of the Northland is 
she, the mistress of command, whose 
plans are excellent, who satisfies the 
Two Regions when she speaks.” 

Her faithful followers were placed 
in all the high offices of the empire. 
It is conjectured that there must 
have been women among them, but 
the records do not speak certainly 
on this point. Her scribe Amenem- 
hat, and his assistant, Aahmes, stood 
next to the queen, recording all her 
wondrous deeds. The most powerful 
of her adherents, Hapuseneb, acted 
as vizier and high priest of Amon, 
the great god. One scene depicts 
ber father, saying before the assem- 
bled court on New Year’s day: 

“Ye shall proclaim her word, ye 
shall be united at her command, He 
who shall do her homage shali live; 
he who shall speak blasphemy of Her 
Majesty shall die.” 

Although she is represented in the 
sculptures in male attire, the ruins 
indicate that she enjoyed great 
feminine luxury. It is reasoned that 
she wore masculine attire on state 
occasions, and very delicate feminine 
finery on social occasions. She used 
her vast wealth to procure jew- 
elry of gold and precious stones. 
In her tomb have been found 
a Magnificent necklace of gold 
and amethysts a yard long and many 
strings of gold beads, gold necklaces 
and rings. There were also strings 
of amulets in the form of Hathor 
heads and gold hawks. :

brought to light, proving that with 
all her wonderfu! virile statesman- 
ship she was not above making her- 
self as attractive as art could ac- 
complish. 

Her banquets were magnificent af- 
fairs, apd the whole known world 
must have been searched to provide 
dainties and luxuries for them. In 
one relief we see her servants bear- 
ing twenty-one different kinds of 
meats. Wines were provided in cor- 
responding variety and abundance, 
for this early suffragette was no pro- 
hibitionist. 

Another of her great temples was 
at Buhen. It was built of beautiful 
sandstone, brought from Nubia, 
which her followers explored. The 
inscriptions indicate that Hatshep- 
sut built this temple entirely, al- 
though her successor after her death 
tried to steal away the credit by 
writing his name on every wall. He 
even removed whole biocks of stone 
bearing her picture and placed his 
own portrait in their stead. 

The square pillars were all seulp- 
tured with the queen receiving the 
symbol of life from the gods and 
goddesses. Many of the inscriptions 
are interesting, as showing the senti- 
ments and ideas of the great queen. 
For instance: 

“Oh, Horus, Lord of Buhen, may 
he grant life, prosperity, health, a 
ready wit, favor and love.” . 

When Hatshepsut died after reign- 
ing twenty-one years, her miserable 
brother, Thutmose [IIl., who had 
hardly dared to show his head 
while she was alive, hastened to de 
face every one of her monuments, 
erasing her face and name wherever 
possible, and strivjng in every way 
to steal the glory of her great and 
beneficent reign. 

Queen Hatshepsut was a great in- 
dustrial and scientific pioneer. She 
carried on mines in the Sinaitic pe- 
ninsula, a savage region, far removed 
from Egypt. In her own country she 
established factories that produced 
glazed ware and colored glass, 
which were novelties four thousand 
years ago.

plorers Theban troops went out to 
meet them, and a great naval flotilla 
escorted them to the steps leading to 
the temple at Deir-el-Bahri. 

This expedition mace collections 
of the fauna and flora of Punt, in- 
cluding giraffes, baboons, panthers, 
hippopotami and horned+cattle. All 
these things are shown in the reliefs 
at Deir-el-Bahri. The trees collected 
were planted on the lower terrace 
at Deir-el-Bahri. Trenches cut in the 
rock and filled with earth, which 
were evidently made for this pur- 
pose, have been found during the 
excavations. 

Artists accompanied the expedi- 


tion to make drawings of the strange 
animals, fish and plants of the 
country. In this respect Hatshepsut 
established an enlightened policy 
which Napoleon was the first among 
modern monarchs to follow. 

Later Egyptian dynasties were 
very neglectful of Hatshepsut’s tem- 
ple, perhaps because they were jeal 
ous of her sex. In the course of 
centuries a landslide buried part of 
the site, and then in early Christian 
times a convent was built on the 
highest terrace. 

It was known in the early nine 
teenth century that the temple of 
Hatshepsut lay here, but through a 


curious accident in modern times 
the extent of the ruins was con- 
cealed. The early French excavator, 
Mariette, who went to work in 1858 
on the upper platform, threw the 
earth ang rubbish he dug up near 
the spot where he worked. In this 
way he concealed under tons of rub- 
bish much more than he revealed. 

The regal chapel of Thutmose I. 
and the inner court containing an 
immense white altar, the finest ever 
found in Egypt, were covered up by 
him. Another French archaeologist, 
Edouard Naville, went to work here 
in 1893, and after years of labor has 
completed his task.

slowly and with his mouth closed. 
He does not make any sounds when 
eating or drinking, and does not talk 
while food is in the mouth. He does 
not crumble bread, nor does he play 
with silver or other articles. 

The correct use of the napkin is to 
unfold it partly and iay it across the 
knees. When rising from the table 
the napkin is left unfolded beside 
the plate, when taking a single meal 
at a private house or a hotel. When 
visiting at a friend’s house it is best 
to watch the hostess and follow her 
example and fold the napkin if she 
does so. In most households it is 
eustomary to have fresh napkins at 
dinner every day. At home one 
may fold one’s napkin, but the use 
of the napkin ring is not now gen- 
eral. It is not allowable to place 
one’s napkin on the table before the 
hostess does so. Her action is a 
signal that the meal is over, and a 
guest must await that signal.

A ladleful of soup 
may be served at a family dinner. 
The half-ladleful is for formal occa- 
sions, when a more extensive menu 
is to follow than at an everyday 
home dinner. Soup is eaten from 
the side of the spoon. When taking 
up the soup the spoon should have a 
movement away from one, not toward 
one. It is not good form to try to 
secure the last drop of soup in the 
plate, nor should one ever tilt the 
plate.

process and requires much nicety of 
action. 

The correct use of the fork and 
knife is one of the evidences of good 
training. Odd tricks in holding the 
fork or knife are bad form. A small 
portion of food js taken on the fork 
and the fork is raised laterally to the 
mouth. One is careful not to bend 
the elbow squarely when raising the 
fork to the mouth. Of course, it is 
generally understood that one of the 
worst habits is to point a fork or 2a 
spoon toward the mouth. Another 
bad habit is to open the mouth wide 
when taking food. 

When cutting meat a small portion 
is cut as required. It is not correct 
to cut it up all at once, as for a child. 
When cutting the knife is held by 
the handle and care is taken never 
to rest the finger on the blade. 

Vegetables are not taken on side 
dishes or saucers; they are taken on 
the plate with the meat. A fork is

He is 
generally spoken of as the richest 
man in the Bmpire, and sometimes 
as “the John D. Rockefeller of 
Austria.” He is the owner_of large 
oil refineries and possesses interests 
in many great industries. 

The Archduke has thirteen chil- 
dren. He and his wife and all the 
thirteen children frequently run into 
Mrs. Hamilton’s studio to have their 
photographs taken. It will be appre- 
ciated that this custom alone would 
zo a long way toward keeping a 
photographer occupied. 

Out of the thirteen children only 
one is a boy. He bears the title of 
Archduke Albrecht, and is the 
youngest of the family. He is nat- 
urally the pet of the family, and his 
father and mother wish him to be 
photographed even more than the 
other children.

One of the numerous daughters 
of the Imperial pair, the Archduchess 
Marie, is married to Prince Elie of 
Bourbon-Parma, who is one of a 
family of nineteen children. He and 
his young wife have already five chil- 
dren, all of whom have been photo- 
graphed by Mrs. Hamilton. One of 
the eighteen brothers and sisters of 
Prinee Elie is married to the future 
heir to the Austrian throne. 

The yeung Archduchess Isabella 
Marie is considered one of the most 
charming of the Archduke Fred- 
erick’s daughters. She has made an 
important marriage, for her husband 
is Prince George of Bavaria, nephew 
of the ruler of that country.

Ago by the 
Great King of 
Assyria, Whose

Mentioned 
in the Bible 


ENNACHERIB, the great King 

of Assyria, who reigned from 

706 to 681 B. C., left his pic- 

ture and the story of his 

deeds carved high up on the moun- 

tains, where his enemies could not 
reach them. 

So effective was this method of pre- 

serving them that the mountain inscrip-

tions have not only 
been preserved, 
but few of them 
have ever been ex- 
amined or photo- 
graphed. Profes- 
sor Leonard King, 
of the British Mu- 
seum, has just dis- 
covered a new se- 


ries of Sennacherib’s inscriptions high 


up on the Judi Lagh Mountain, in Kur- 
distan, in the north of Asiatic Turkey. 

This is the mountain which modern 
archaeologists have shown to have 
been most probably the place where 
the ark rested after the flood, instead 
of Mount Ararat. 

The new inscriptions found by Pro- 
fessor King were high up above a 
gorge on one side of the mountain. 
No one had succeeded in reaching any 
of Sennacherib’s inscriptions on this 
mountain since Sir Henry Layard, the 
pioneer British archaeologist, discov- 
ered them over fifty years ago. 

The inscriptions found by Professor 
King were not reached by Layard. On 
descending the mountain face he 
found at a lower level a complete 
package of “squeeze” paper used by 
Layard, over fifty years ago, in mak- 
ing tracings of his discoveries 

The newly discovered inscriptions 
fnclude pictures of Sennacherib and 


his achievements and long descrip 
tions of the latter in cuneiform letters. 
They are arranged in panels. In the 


centre of each is the figure of the 
King. facing to the left, and clad in 
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nineteenth chapter 

35. And it came to pass that night, 
that the angel of the Lord went out, 
and smote in the camp of the As- 
syrians an hundred fourscore and five 
thousand: and when they arose .early 
in the morning, behold, they were all 
dead corpses. 

36. So Sennacherib King of As- 
syria departed, and went -and re- 
turned, and dwelt at Nineveh. 

37. Arid it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch 
his god, that Adrammelech and Shar 
ezer his sons smote him with the 
sword: and they escaped into the 
land of Armenia, And Esarhaddon 
his son reigned in his stead, 

This event is also the subject of 
Lord Byron's stirring poem, which 
begins* 


“The Assyrian came down like a wolt 
on the fold, 

And his cohorts were gleaming in 
purple and gold. 

The sheen of his spears was like stars 
on the sea, 

Where the blue wave rolls nightly on 
deep Galilee,” 


There is no record in any of Senna- 
cherib’s inscriptions that he ever lost 
all his army in a night, or, indeed, suf- 
fered any Serious reverse. Every in- 
scription begins: 

“Sennacherib, King of Assyria, King 
of the World, etc.” 

Then it goes on to recount some 
victory of the King in very confident 
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View of the Judi Dagh Mountain, Which Sennacherib Covered with His 
Mighty Sculptures and Grandiloquent Records. 


royal robes and headdress, And on 
the flat ground of each panel is an in- 
scription commemorating his victories 
and achievements. 

One inscription also gives informa- 
tion concerning the water supply of 
Sennacherib’s capital, Nineveh, a mat- 
ter of great importance, for it isowing 
to lack of water that the site of the 
city is today a barren desert. 

Sennacherib, it will be recalled, was 
the monarch mentioned in the Bible 
as invading Judah in the reign of King 
Hezekiah. When he attacked Jerusa- 
lem it is said that the whole host of 
the Assyrians was destroyed in the 
night by the angel of the Lord, as de- 
scribed in the second book of Kings, 


language. When it comes to the turn 
of King Hezekiah of Judah he says: 

“But as for Hezekiah of Judah, who 
hud not submitted to my yoke, forty- 
six of his strong cities, together with 
nmumberless fortresses and smal] 
towns in their neighborhood, J in- 
vested and took by means of the bat- 
tering of rams and the assault of scal- 
ing ladders, the attack of foot sol- 
diers, mines and axes. I brought 
‘out from the midst of them and 
counted as spoil 200,150 persons, young 
and old, male and female; horses, 
mules, asses, camels, oxen and sheep, 
without number. 

“As for himself, I shut him up like 
a bird in a cage in his royal city of

Jerusalem. | built a line of forts about 
him, and whoever came forth from the 
gate of the city I punished.” 

The British Museum has a remark- 
able series of sculptures from the 
ruins of Sennacherib’s palace at Nin- 
eveh, showing the storming of Lac- 
hish in Judah. 

In the first pictures we see the 
fenced city, its towers filled with 
archers and others, who rain lighted 
torches upon the wooden cars, under 


cover of which the battering-rams are 
worked, and upon the tall wicker 
screens behind which Sennacherib’s 


are assailing the defenders. Here and 
there sealing ladders are reared 
against the walls. 

From the principal gate captives 
are issuing, and in the immediate 
foreground two soldiers are in the 
act of impaling a youthful prisoner 
side by side with his father and 
brother—an atrociously cruel mode of 
execution practised by the Assyrian 
kings on important captives, and still 


in vogue among the Turks and Bul- 
garians. Herodotus relates that when 
Darius took Babylon he impaled about 
3,000 of the chief men of the city. 


veh series of sculptures Sennacherib 
sits on his splendid throne of bronze 
and carven ivories, while his great 
officers present the prisoners from 
the fallen city. Above is the inscrip 
tion: 

“Sennacherib, King of the World, 
King of Assyria, sate on a throne and 
cauSed the spoil of Lachish to pass 
before him.”
